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words as the title

Mr. Blomfield has 
assumed that cen- 
: tral position for 
‘hitecture which has been often talked 
‘bout and written about, but which has 
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practically been almost wrecked, and, the 
claim for it stultified, in days when, as the 
author says, “‘ architecture has become so 
complicated, and has strayed so far from 
the narrow track of art into the easier 
paths of financial enterprise.” The main 
object which is evidently present to the 
author’s mind throughout these lectures 
is, while claiming again for architecture 
the position of the Mistress Art—réxvy 
dpxirextovixy—to show how and why 
architecture once held this place, and 
how alone she can hold it again. 

As to the charge of complication, it 
must not be forgotten of course that 
modern conditions of life have also 
become complicated, as they never 
were before, and that architecture which 
is to provide for complicated require- 
ments must become in itself a complex 
problem. A modern Town Hall or a 
large Hotel, with its multiple requirements 
of planning, lighting, heating, and venti- 
lation, is a very different practical 
problem from a classic temple, and 
requires a much greater variety of 
practical knowledge—more, in fact, than 
one man can generally have acquired ; 
the architect has to be assisted by 
specialists, whom he sometimes finds 
it difficult to keep under control. But 
in fact, all these complicated require- 
ments are actually concerned with 
internal economy only, and need not 
necessarily affect the expression and 
composition of the external architecture. 
The influence of financial enterprise 
is the real degrading influence in modern 
architecture ; the fact that the question 
put to the architect by the building 
owner, tacitly or openly, is not—“ can 
we make any fine architecture out of 
this?’ but “can it be made to pay ?” 
and “how soon will the building be 
ready to earn money?” There is not 
time to think out the architecture. 
When. the Queen’s Hall, for instance, 
was built, the sole question with the 
promoters (as we were informed by the 
architect himself) was, how many saleable 
seats could be provided in the space ; 
the exterior architecture was a mere 
perfunctory matter, and the interior 
was turned over to a rapid decorating 
firm to fill it with some of the worst 
banalities of decoration to be seen any- 
where. In this case we doubt if the 
aspirations of the architect were much 
higher than those of his clients ; but if 
they had been, would he have been 
allowed to indulge them, or even allowed 
time to do so? In the case of a recently 
erected hotel a great architect has con- 
trived to give it a fagade of truly grand 
and monumental aspect; but the hotel, 





so far, has financially come to grief. 
Whether this result (let us hope only 
temporary) is in any way connected 
with the monumental architecture is a 
question of some interest in relation to 
the present situation. At all events, 
monumental architecture was demanded, 
by a power outside of the actual pro- 
moters of the scheme ; and therefore we 
see that, when demanded, it can be had. 
In the majority of cases it is not demanded, 
nor is the architect encouraged to supply 
it ; he is met merely with the demand to 
produce something with the greatest 
possible speed. Under such circumstances 
there seems little hope for “ the Mistress 
Art,” which becomes in fact only a slave. 

Architecture is the Mistress Art in a 
double sense ; that it is the first in time, 
for buildings were needed first ; painting 
and sculpture could hardly exist until 
there was the building to be a home for 
them, and the earliest painting and 
sculpture known to us formed the deco- 
ration of buildings. It has still that 
claim, for it is still the centre around 
which other arts ate grouped. But to 
justify that position it must have a 
greatness of its own; must be more 
than a fashion, more than a mere shelter, 
more than a mere field for decoration. 
Architectural decoration is a secondary 
adjunct, not a primary motive; it may 
even be dispensed with, and the building 
remain architecture in the highest. sense. 
It has to a great extent lost this quality 
in modern times through multiplicity of 
detail, hurry of building, and want of a 
great ideal. To restore this ideal we 
must endeavour to penetrate beyond the 
facts, fancies, and fashions of the archi- 
tecture of the day to the consideration 
of what the thing really is—what is its 
root idea. ’ 

Mr. Blomfield’s lectures ought to be 
very helpful to those who wish to get 
at this reality of architecture. In the 
first place, he reminds his readers that 
architecture is primarily building; the 
mode of planning and of covering in the 
space planned, and that the manner in 
which this covering is carried out, the 
leading idea which it conveys, is the 
essential element in architectural design. 
His analysis of the design of St. Paul's, 
from this point of view, affords a very good 
illustration of this. A great deal of 
the original decoration of St. Paul’s is by 
no means good, but that does not affect 
its greatness as an architectural con- 
ception.. This lies, as Mr. Blomfield 
says (not with special reference ‘to 
St. Paul's, but speaking generally) “in 
the masterly combination of all the parts 
so that they unite in one appeal to the 
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imagination and the emotions, Some 
such quality as this I believe to be the 
essential force of architecture, and that 
which alone justifies its claim to be the 
most intellectual of the arts. It is a 
quality which can only be attained by 
the perfect use of the technique of the 
art itself; that is, however much archi- 
tecture may be enhanced by sculpture 
and painting, it should rely on itself 
to produce its peculiar impact on the 
senses.” We have often thought that 
this is very well illustrated by Wren’s 
churches, not so much by any one in 
particular as by the comparison of them 
taken collectively. There is a great 
deal that is rococo in their details and 
ornamentation, but they all represent 
different ideas in architecture ; variations 
in the manner of treating plan and 
section, each of which has its own interest 
as a form of building. But — no 
building in the world exemplifies so fully 
this prevalence of the idea in architecture 
as Santa Sophia, about which we have 
been hearing a good deal last week. 
If Santa Sophia had had none of that 
rich decoration which in its first splendour 
drew so much admiration from the 
beholders, and of which only a part 
remains unspoiled—if it were built merely 
of brick, it would still remain a great 
architectural conception. 

Mr. Blomfield points to two influences, 
of a different kind, which have in the 
ancient and in the modern world respec- 
tively promoted greatness in architec- 
tural style and conception. The ancient 
influence is that of a great and long- 
standing tradition, .as illustrated more 
completely than anywhere else in ancient 
Egypt. As the author says of the 
builders of those temples, the traditional 
form of which remained unchanged for 
thousands of years, “one or two over- 
powering conceptions filled the whole 
of their life, and stamped their art 
with a splendid and monumental sim- 
plicity. The plan and conception 
were inevitable ;—they were the result of 
causes that worked with the unconscious- 
ness of natural forces.” Toa great extent 
this was the same with Greece, though the 
tradition was both a shorter and a less 
imperious one. The general form of the 
Greek temple was settled by use and 
tradition; the general treatment of 
the Orders was an accepted one; there 
were variations in the treatment and 
arrangement of the buildings, but the 
traditional and impersonal ideal still 
prevailed. 

There has been nothing like this in 
the world since ; and what have we to take 
its place as an elevating influence in 
architecture? Mr. Blomfield points to 
the classic tradition in the days of 
the Renaissance. “ Wren, Gibbs, and 
Hawksmoor had no sort of hesitation 
as to formal methods of expression. 
They varied in their work to the full extent 
of their widely varying individualities, 
but they had not to choose, for example, 
between neo-Gothic and neo-Classic.”’ 
It is somewhat amusing to find that what 
half a century ago was adduced as the 
great evil of Renaissance architecture 
is now referred to as one of its great 
merits. But this lesser and later tradi- 
tion is taken from us now; everything 
has heen illustrated, and “the whole 
range of known architecture seems 
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equally possible or impossible.” We have 
8 to fall back upon individual genius 


in the architect ; and we are glad to see 
that Mr, Blomfield recognises, what we 
have repeatedly, that from the 
present-day point of view architecture 
is and must be an individual art, the 
creation of individual minds. Archi- 
tectural tradition is still of value; 
it will never cease to be so ; but it is not 
now so much a rule to be devoutly 
obeyed as a source of strength to be made 
the most of. 

What is to take the place of the 
elevating and steadying influence of 
tradition? ‘ Behind fine work in all the 
arts,’ says the author, “lies passionate 
emotion, which impels a man to paint 
a picture, model a figure, design archi- 
tecture, in one way, and one way only,” 


“ Architecture is one of the 
of the arta, and if this is so, it must be a much 
more serious affair than mere virtuosity. It must 
spring from deeper roots in human nature; it 


prac sarin ag if te te to Ail the pole that 1b 
may claim as its own of ing actual needs 
into visible forms of beauty.” 

And regarding it from this point of 
view, the author naturally Fs to 
accept the view, popular some little time 
ago, that architecture is a mere affair of 
the crafts. “The ideal,” as he says, 
“of unalloyed craftsmanship has been 
tried and found wanting.” How could it 
be otherwise, if great architecture is to 
reside in the expression of a great 
structural idea? The craftsmanship 
theory would only end in making archi- 
tecture the servant instead of the 
mistress. The craftsmanship and the 
ornaments are but accessories to archi- 
tecture, not architecture itself, which is 
the expression of a great and simple idea 
in structural form. 

We hope Mr. Blomfield’s book will 
be widely read, both by amateurs and 
by professional students of architecture, 
for it contains the root of the matter, 
expressed in admirable literary form.

THE VENTILATION OF FACTORIES 
AND. WORKSHOPS. 


mAHE study of the subject of 
| Se the ventilation of factories and 
workshops has made rapid 

strides within the past few years. There 
was a time when workshops and factories 
were built in so loose a manner as to 
represent nothing but a “ jungled heap of 
murky buildings,” which were veritable 
death-traps to the employees. Even at 
the present day there are many factories 
whic 
way of ventilation, but with the 
scientific investigation of the problem 
of ventilation, and with the fixation of 
certain standards, aided by the enforce- 
ment of the Factory Acts and by Home 
Office tions, the conditions to be 
found in these buildings will soon be 
altered. Before we are able to deal with 
the question of mechanical ventilation, 
which is now invariably installed in 
factories and’ workshops, we must 
thoroughly understand the conditions 
which the architect and engineer will have 
to deal with, and in this we 
can find no more trustworthy data than 





that furnished by the working of the 
Factory Act. 
This Act recognises two kinds of stand- 


ards of ventilation—the hourly delivery 


leave much to be desired in the 
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of fresh air, and the proportion of carbonic 

in the air of the room. The 
two are theoretically commensurate, on 
certain assumptions, namely that on an 
average 0°6 cubic ft. of carbonic acid 
is given off per head per hour in respiration 
and that the fresh air and impurities are 
uniformly diffused throughout the rooms 
—# condition which can never he literally 
fulfilled. It is necessary also to take 
into account the proportion of carbonic 
acid in the open air; this is generally 
assumed, for purposes of calculation, to 
be 4 per 10,000, but it is usually less, 
and may be occasionally more. We find 
a calculation that with a fresh air delivery 
of 600 cubic ft. per head per hour the 
37 pga of CO, in the air of the room 
will not average less than 14 per 10,000. 
Any short-circuiting between inlets and 
outlets implies removal of comparatively 
pure air, and some degree of failure as 
regards the intended removal of impuri- 
ties, so that the air of the room will be 
more contaminated, A standard of fresh 
air delivery is applicable only to rooms 
with mechanical ventilation, and it has 
the drawback that the delivery can only 
be estimated by means of an anemometer, 
from the ascertained velocity of part of a 
current which flows more rapidly at the 
centre than at the side. 

Uniformity of diffusion is a relative 
matter not easily determined, but many 
installations are to be found which admit 
of obvious short-circuiting, and others 
which are wanting in adequate counter- 
openings. The Home Office in 1902 
established a standard which requires 
600 cubic ft. per head per hour in 
humid textile factories. 

Carbonic acid standards are in force 
in certain textile factories. In humid 
cotton cloth factories the limit is 9 per 
10,000. The rooms are large, with 
abundant air space and mechanical 
ventilation, and it is found that the 
standard can be maintained in daylight 
when the installations are well planned 
and kept in order. A 9-0 standard is also 
required under Home Office Regulations 
in flax, hemp and jute mills, in daylight, 
but when gas is being used the limit 1s 
20°0. Here again the rooms are spacious 
and mechanical ventilation is available. 
Without mechanical ventilation such a 
standard would present greater difficulty, 
but 12°0 is the standard usually adopted. 
In “ dry ” textile mills adequate mechan- 
ical ventilation can be applied; but in 
some of these, and notably . ero 
weaving, complication occasionally aris¢

Alea great progress as 
been made in the last few esi and oa 
increasing of exhaust for remo 
of dust Sad tunes has in many cases 
brought about better general ventilation 
also. The growing facilities for supply 
ak r bri it er fans more readily 
available even in the absence of other 
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except at the outset ; it is usually — 
to see that the fans are properly at work. 
When, however, there is no power, and the 
air space per head does not greatly 
exceed the statutory minimum of 250 
cubic ft., it is less easy to secure ade- 
quate ventilation at all times, especially 
in small rooms. The following extract 
from a circular issued by the Home 
Office in 1907 denotes the importance of 
maintaining suitable outlets :-— 

“In the absence of mechanical ventilation it 
is incumbent upon the occupier to see that the 
other means upon which he relies for adequate 
ventilation of each room are sufficient for the 

, and maintained in use throughout the 
working hours. This is especially necessary 
where the average air-space of worker is 
small, say, under 500 cubic ft., and in all 
workrooms in which gas is consumed, Reliance 
should not be placed upon occasional ventilation 
by bgp peor not always gat ed 

ther ven o whic 0 
alee are showed to Yeon: ‘oe AD 
permanent air-inlets, whether by windows or 
special ventilating —_ should be so 
arranged that the current is directed upwards 
and does not impinge directly upon any worker. 
The same observations apply to mechanical 
ventilation by fans. This, w for 
of general ventilation or for the removal of dust 
or fumes, should be installed under the advice 
of a ee engineer. Many installations 
have failed to give satisfactory results, owing to 
the faulty planning or omission to provide 
adequate counter-openings.”” 

The Factory Act requires adequate 
measures to be taken for securing and 
maintaining a reasonable temperature 
in each workroom, which measures 
must not be such as to interfere with the 
purity of the air. For sedentary occu- 
pations the temperature should not be 
less than 56° Fahr., and this was pointed 
out in the general circulars issued to 
employers in 1907. In many instances 
factory inspectors have found, so the 
latest Report of the Chief Inspector of 
Factories and Workshops informs us, 
that no provision whatever has been 
made other than unventilated gas-jets, 
which contaminate the air. Flueless 
gas stoves are — to the same objection 
although it has been contended that some 
of them consume the products of com- 
bustion, and even that in certain locali- 
ties the gas itself is so purified that it 
does not add impurities to the air. 
Another drawback is that they fail to 
effect any ventilation. 

The subject of ventilation is one that 
deserves the careful study of architects 
and engineers, since by leaving it entirely 
to the medical man and Government 
officials we are apt to have inapplicable 
standards imposed upon us, and run 
the risk of having these standards 
rigorously enforced by inelastic regula- 
tions. By designing rooms so that there 
should be a maximum of natural ventila- 
tion, aided by well-designed mechanical 
systems (of which the market contains 
many examples) we are more likely to 
teach the desired end.

County Council, as the successor of the 
London School Board, were compelled 
to give notice under sect. 145 of the 
London Building Act, 1894 to the District 
Surveyor of their intention to erect a 
building, has jbeen decided adversely to 
the contention of the London County 
Council. The County Council relied, in 
the first place, on sect. 21 of the London 
Building Act, 1894, which enacts that 
notwithstanding anything in the Act, 
any buildings to be erected upon land 
belonging to the School Board or 
acquired by them compulsorily under 
existing powers or under powers obtained 
in the session of Parliament then 
current, “ may be erected in accordance 
with the provisions of any Act in force 
immediately before the passing of this 
Act.” The magistrate held that this 
section only applied to buildings sane- 
tioned at the time the London Building 
Act was passed. The second contention 
of the Council was that this school 
was a “ public building,” and, therefore, 
exempted under sect. 201, subsect. 5 
of the London Building Act. This sub- 
section exempts from the operation of 
Parts VI. and VII. “. public 
buildings belonging to or occupied for 
public purposes by . . . the County 
Councils of London and Middlesex 
respectively.” The magistrate held that 
school buildings were not occupied by the 
Council for public purposes, but even if 
they were, then the exemption was 
limited to Parts VI. and VII. Sect. 
145, the one in question in this case, is con- 
tained in Part XIII. of the Act, so it is 
difficult to see how the contention based 
on sect. 201 of the Act could prevail; 
but it appears that the opinion of the 
High Court is to be taken on the whole 
question.

Mitigation. - Workmen’s Capeconation 
Acts of 1897 and 1906 there can be no 
question that they have resulted in the 
expenditure in litigation of a large sum 
of money. This litigation is unsatis- 
factory, and it is more unsatisfactory 
because it does not seem to.decrease. A 
new Act of Parliament may give rise to 
litigation at first, but when doubtful 
phrases have been made clear the public 
then knows where it stands. But in the 
case of the Workmen’s Compensation Acts 
litigation appears to go on as merrily 
as ever. The Court of Appeal last week 
began the consideration of the current 
appeals, and is still engaged upon them. 
At the beginning of the present sittings 
they were thirty-two in number, and 
others have now doubtless been added 
to the list. This number means that 
all over the country there is an immense 
mass of litigation around these Acts, for 
these thirty-two appeals are a percentage 
only of the actual number of cases. 
Moreover, this particular number contains 
appeals, with one exception, for little 
more than a quarter of a year. Two cases 
only are set down in June, the others are 
spread over July, August, and September. 





Proposed AMONG the notices of private 
Amalgamation Bills to be brought forward 
Gas Companies.jn the next session of 
Parliament is one by the Gas Light and 
Coke Company of London, in which 
permission is sought to acquire the 
undertaking of the West Ham Gas Com- 
ar The operations of the Gas Light 
mpany are already of much greater 
magnitude than those of any other gas 
undertaking in the world, and it has a 
na capital of over 27 million pounds. 
e West Ham Company has a paid-up 
capital of nearly 14 million pounds, and 
its output of gas is greater than that of 
many important British towns. The 
number of consumers supplied by the 
larger company exceeds half a million, 
while the number supplied by the West 
Ham Company approximates to 60,000. 
The largest works owned by the Gas Light 
Company are situated at Beckton, which 
is close to the district supplied by the 
West Ham Company, and it will probably 
be possible to supply most of the West 
Ham district more cheaply from these 
works than from the West Ham gasworks, 
which are situated in Stratford. The 
rices at present charged for gas are 
2s. 10d. per thousand cubic feet by the 
larger undertaking, and 2s. 8d. by the 
smaller ; but the former has a 16-candle 
standard, and the latter a 14-candle 
standard. It is proposed that the illu- 
minating standard of the Gas Light 
Company shal] be reduced. There is no 
reason to anticipate that the amalgama- 
tion, if effected, will materially affect the 
consumers supplied by either company.

Roberts the difficult problem of supplying 
electric energy for heat at a reasonable 
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price was discussed, and many interesting 
suggestions were made. He admits that 
there are many difficulties to be ce oa 
and that most of the present methods o 
supplying electric power would have to 
be abandoned if electric heating on a large 
scale were ever attempted. We agree 
with his remarks as to the short-sighted 
policy of those electricians who doubled 
the pressure of direct current supply some 
years ago. At the ype “we only a 
temporary expedient, and it has appre- 
i bly iasened the cost of house ous. 
If electric heating is to become general a 
much higher pressure of supply must be 
used in the street mains, and a lower 
ure must be used in the house circuits, 
or this purpose alternating current 
resents many advantages, and Mr. 
berts’s suggestion of two-phase supply 
at 800 volts between the phases in the low- 
pressure street mains would be extremely 
convenient both for heating and power. 
As he points out, it is necessary to look 
forward to the time when electricity 
will only be generated “in bulk.” To 
utilise it to the utmost it is necessary to 
bear in mind that the ratio of lighting 
load to the total load will gradually 
become less and less, and so many of the 
systems at present in use will soon become 
“antiquated.” We admit that this 
involves hardship to many commercial 
supply undertakings, but it has to be 
remembered that some of these have paid 
large dividends in the past, and that 
money cannot be expended in commercial 
ventures without risk. They would be 
well advised to study methods of meeting 
the great potential demand that exists 
for commercial electric heating. We have 
only to consider what a large fraction of 
the plant of a supply station is lying idle 
for most of the dey. and that the cost of 
fuel is but a small fraction of the cost of 
production, to see that there are great 
possibilities of profit in a heating load. 





One of the most severe tests 
to which concrete can be 
subjected is its use in more 
or less constant exposure to the gases 
emitted from locomotives. Some new 
data on the behaviour of the material 
under such conditions are given in the 
Journal of the Austrian Society of 
Engineers and Architects. The concrete 
forming the subject of investigation 
had been applied to the construction of 
arches beneath which railway trains had 
been passing for periods up to thirteen 
years, and in one case had remained for 
prolonged intervals. Careful examina- 
tion demonstrated the facts that the 
surface of the concrete had suffered no 
injury, that there were no evidences 
of porosity, and that embedded iron 
was quite free from corrosion. Moreover, 
chemical analysis showed that the pro- 
ducts of combustion had not penetrated 
into the concrete for a depth of more than 
1 centimetre, even in places where it 
had been subject to their action for 
thirteen years. The results here quoted 
are reassuring to architects employing 
concrete of reinforced concrete in build- 
ings generally, and in the construction of 
flues and chimneys in particular. They

the Engineering Record remarks that 
it is the first in which the requirements 
demand an expression of the monolithic 
feature which is the distinctive character 
of reinforced concrete. Our contempo- 
rary observes, “this has generally been 
hidden, lest broad, flat surfaces should 
prove unsatisfactory. ing around 
pilasters, panelling, belt courses, roughen- 
ing of the surface, and tile ornamentation 
have been tried many times, but the 
competition goes behind all these acces- 
sories to the fundamental idea of having 
the general form of a facade express not 
only the purpose of the building but also 
the nature of its construction.” This 
extract suggests that the aim of our 
competition is one with which Ameri- 
can architects and engineers are quite 
in sympathy. It certainly is our hope 
that the drawings received will point 
the way to more worthy and appropriate 
treatment of a structural material which 
has not yet found its way into archi- 
tectural design. although largely used 
in construction. 
NEARLY ten years ago Mr. 
POE ong McTaggart, of Bradford, 
drew attention to the suit- 
ability of refuse destructor clinker for 
brickmaking, but, although the utilisation 
of clinker in this way has been attempted 
in London and sundry provincial districts, 
bricks so made have not been looked upon 
with general approval. The objections 
entertained are largely sentimental, but 
it is the fact that some clinker bricks 
have not been quite satisfactory because 
in the process of manufacture no account 
was taken of the lime contained in the 
clinker itself.

the rule requiring ll 
railway companies to use “ either-side” 
brakes, but the matter has never yet 
been definitely settled. Those of our 
readers whose business takes them to 
railway goods yards or sidings will 
perhaps have noticed the diversity of 
style in the brakes of different vehicles. 
There are, it appears, no fewer than 
seventy patterns in use. The methods 
of applying and releasing them vary, 
and, as the rolling stock of the different 
companies is constantly “ abroad,” this 
must be confusing to the yardmen. 
After a long series of experiments, the 
Board of Trade have passed a new 
rule—modifying the one first submitted 
by them—calling upon the railway 
companies of this country to fit 
all their wagons with certain pattern 
brakes. In the meantime, some of the 
companies (notably the Great Western) 
have fitted some thousands of wagons 
with an either-side brake of another 
pattern ; and the cnc Commissioners 
are now being appealed to against the 
new rule. Some of the witnesses give 
strong evidence in favour of the reat 
Western Railway brake ; but, in view of 
the facts alluded to, the Commissioners 
will doubtless feel bound to insist upon 
uniformity, and all other patterns than 
the one decided upon after such exhaustive 
investigation will have to disappear.

as first archbishop, was established, it 
is said, by Lucius in or about a.p. 180. 
After the landing of Augustine in Kent, 
and the conversion of King Ethelbert 
in 596, the seat of the metropolitan see 
was transferred to Canterbury, and in 604 
Mellitus became Bishop of London. The 
Danes fixed their headquarters at Fulham 
in the winter of 879-80. The oldest 
portion of the palace, being the outer and 
west quadrangle, was built of brick, 
temp. Henry VII. by Bishop Fitzjames, 
whose coat-arms with those of the see, 
impaled, 1500, are on the gateway and 
the wall; Bishop Fletcher completed, 
1595, the hall which Dr. Howley (1813- 
28) converted into a chapel. Dr. Tait 
restored that chapel to its former 
purposes, and for him Butterfield built a 
chapel, 1867-8, and designed the reredos 
executed in mosaics by Salviati. It 
has some stamed glass from the former 
City residence, London House, in Alders- 
gate-street. The private apartments 
are in the eastern portion erected by 
Bishop Terrick, appointed in 1764. The 
gardens and “ warren field,” about 37 
acres, having @ moat and a river bank 
ascribed to the Danes, were planted and 
laid out by Bishop Grindal, temp. 
Elizabeth. Bishop Compton, temp. James 
Il., greatly improved them, introducing 
many new plants and North American 
forest trees, some of which have remained 
to our own time. The Parliamentary 
Commissioners sold the manor in 1647 
to Colonel Harvey, who built the tithe 
barn, which bears the date “ 1654.” The 
estate was restored in 1660. The river- 
side Bishop’s and west meadows, 12 
actes, were laid out as a public recrea- 
tion ground in 1893, and, having been 
acquired subsequently for 35,000/., were 
enlarged by the inclusion of Pryor's 
Bank, Thames Bank, and Fielder’s 
meadow, and the construction of an 
embankment wall with access from 
Putney Bridge at Swan Wharf.

Tantng #2 Paris | Municipality, 
Hotel de Ville, Which is rather given to 
Paris. —_ artistic experiments, has 
determined to find room on the walls 
of the Hétel de Ville for artists, such as 
M. Jean Veber and M. Willette, who are 
better known as humorists than as 
decorators. M. Veber, in fact, has 
already decorated the walls of the Mem- 
bers’ Refreshment Room (to which the 
public have no access) with a large 
composition exhibited at the last “‘ New 
Salon ” exhibition this year, in which the 
artist has represented, with some spirit, 
the Sunday fétes of Parisians in the 
country, introducing among the figures 
portraits of some members of the Socialist 
party. This “Kermesse Parisienne ” 
however, which is somewhat like a 
modernised edition of a work of Breughel 
or Ostade, is a kind of thing that would 
have gained by being reduced to the scale 
of an easel picture; it is certainly not 
decorative in any architectural sense, 
and is a considerable surprise to those 
visitors who may be shown over the 
building. The same impression will 
be produced by the new compositions 
which M. Willette has painted in a room 
adjoining the principal staircase, in two 
of which he has represented types of the 
street population of Paris; cleverly 
painted, but for such a position, unde- 
niably vulgar. The third composition, 
in absurd contrast, represents two nude 
figures of men, typifying Commerce, 
bringing their gifts to a Naiad who 
represents the Seine. Such things would 
do very well in the decoration of a 
music-hall, but are deplorably out of 
place in a monumental building where 
the decorative paintings generally are in 
a severe and dignified style. It is the 
“ vignette d’illustration ” preposterously 
magnified, and looking all the worse in 
the neighbourhood of the works of such 
masters as Detaille, Henri Martin, Paul 
Laurens, and Puvis de Chavannes.

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THE REMODELLING OF DRAINAGE 
LAW 





By H. Lemmory-Cannon, P.A.S.L 


To aRcuiTgcts and builders especially, 
as well as to those who are in any way inter- 
ested in house property (not omitting owners, 
who number many architects and builders 
among them, and officers of local sanitary 
authorities, whether in London or the 
provinces), the impetus which it is hoped will 
be given to the campaign for more satisfactory, 
workable, and equitable legislation on the 
vexed question of drains and sewers by the 
course of action which was decided upon 
a few months since by the special committee 
of the Metropolitan Borough Councils, 
having for its object the bringing in of a 
draft Bill (to which we shall refer later) with 
a view to placing the drainage law of the 
metropolis on a more satisfactory basis, has 
been the cause of arousing much interest. 

The difficulties of the present state of the 
law on this matter are not, however, confined 
to the London area ; the provinces are quite 
as much concerned, for in a similar manner 
both provincial house-owners and local 
authorities, representing ratepayers, may 
be said to be quite as badly affected by 
the existing chaotic state of law. 

A brief consideration of the subject of 
“drains” and “sewers” from the legal 
standpoint may, at this juncture, prove 
interesting, and perhaps of some value: it is 
certainly quite time the law bearing upon 
such an important matter was p upon 
@ more satisfactory basis, with a view to 
ending the present uncertainties which pre- 
vail as to what constitutes a “drain” or

As regards the metropolis, under 
Metropolis Local Management Act, 1855, 
and its amendments, the definition is almost 
the same; “drain,” however, includes any 
drain for draining any group or block of 
houses, i.¢., combined with others, under the 
orier of any vestry or district board (now the 
Metropolitan Borough Councils), or with 
the sanction and approval of the Metropolitan 
Commissioners of Sewers (since 1898 the 
City Corporation). 

“Drains” are generally maintained b 
private owners ; “ sewers,” on the other 
are vested in and repaired by the local 
authority out of the rates, hence the import- 
ance of having the legislative — in 
connexion as definite as possible. 

Ordinarily a “ drain ” would be considered 
to mean pipes laid underground and used for 
the conveyance of waste waters and excretal 
matter from baths, sinks, water-closets, etc., 
from the house and its incts into the 
public sewers. “Sewers,” in like manner, 
wouki be taken to mean the larger conduits 
similarly laid under streets and roads to 
which the house-pipes are connected for the

It is proposed, however, by the Metropolitan 
Sewers and Drains Bill, now before the 
Legislature, that its provisions should be 
retrospective. 

This Bill is identical in the wording of its 
working clause with an amendment ap- 
proved by the joint committee appointed at 
the last conference of representatives of 
Metropolitan Borough Councils. Its object, 
however, is Only “to amend the state of 
the law (of course in the metropolis only) 
as contained in the Metropolis Management 
Acts and the Public Health (London) Act, 
1891, relating to combined drainage.” The 
Memorandum to the Bill sets forth that 
“in the opinion of builders, owners, and 
local authorities, combined drains were 
originally constructed as drains, and were 
mutually regarded as such until the retro- 
spective case of Travis v. Uttley (1893), the 
effect of which has been to convert thousands 
of drains, which had been privately owned 
and privately maintained, into sewers vested 
in the local authorities and maintainable at 
the expense of the ratepayers.” 

The Bill—entitled “The Metropolis 
Management Amendment Bill, 1908 ’’—con- 
sists, a8 has been remarked, of only one 
working clause, and is as follows :— 

“In and for the purposes of the Metropolis 
Management Acts, 1855 to 1899, and the 
Public Health (London) Act, 1891, or any 
Aet or Acts amending the same, the word 
‘drain’ shall be deemed to include any 
sewer or drain whether constructed before 
or after the passing of this Act, with which 
two or more houses, buildings, or premises are, 
at the date of the passing of this Act, or may 
at any time thereafter be connected or whic 
is used or capable of being or intended to be 
used for the conveyance of the drainage of 
such houses, buildings, or premises directly 
or indirectly to any sewer which has been 
approved as such by the Metropolitan Com- 
missioners of Sewers, the Metropolitan Board 
of Works, or the London County Council, 
bat shall not include any sewer so approved 
as aforesaid.” 

(What seems to us to be the salient features 
are here italicised. ) 

lt can scarcely be said that either of the 
Clauses quoted above (from the Bristol 
Special Act of 1905, or the Metropolitan 
Sewers and Drains Bill, just dealt with) 
appeal to us as likely to constitute a satis- 
lactory solution of the involved condition 
of drainage law ; they savour more of “ tinker- 
ing,” which is to be depreciated. The re- 
modelling of the legislation on the subject 
(rendered more confused by “ case law”’) 
cannot be carried out in a clause or two; 
satisfactory and workable definitions are 
heeded. If such expressions as “single 
private drain,” “common drain,” “ com- 
bined drain,” “sewer,” ‘ one building only,” 

curtilage,” ete,, are employed, they must 
be clearly explained. ‘ sy 

The careless drafting of Acts of Parlia- 
ment is not, however, confined to those more 
particularly devoted to public health matters ;

A FRENCH VIEW OF THE 
COMPETITION SYSTEM. 

WE translate the following from a letter 
which has appeared in La Construction 
Moderne, suggested by the result of the 
competition for the Reformation Monument 
in Geneva :— 

“The competition for the Reformation 
Memorial has recently been judged in Geneva. 
Seventy-one competitors from all over Europe 
took part in it. Amongst the designs were some 
immense works, whose models must have cost 
between 12,000 and 20,000 franes, Several 
of the authors of these splendid works were 
neither awarded premiums nor mention. This 
means months of labour and hundreds of 
thousands of francs thrown away, @ sheer loss 
to the artists, and of no benefit to any one, The 
question to be settled was merely the best way 
of treating the memorial. The jury, guided 
doubtless by the Geneva Committee, voted 
for a monument backed by the ancient city walls. 
At once all the designs which did not fulfil this 
condition were weeded out, whatever their 
artistic merit. Finally the choice fell on a sort 
of monumental poster, composed of some statues 
applied to the wall, with bas-reliefs and 
inscriptions. 

I have nothing to say against the selected 
scheme, I have no personal complaint to 
make, for I did not take part in the competition ; 
but I am filled with indignation when I think 
of the numbers of poor men who were unneces- 
sarily victimised in order to arrive at this result. 
Since only a scheme was wanted, the competitors 
should have bsen asked for drawings to a small 
scale, with written explanations of the reasons 
in favour of such a scheme. The scheme having 
been decided on, a competition could then have 
been opened amongst artists chosen in con- 
sideration of their executed works. I do not 
criticise the Geneva Committee in particular 
for this cruel egotism towards artists. Nearly 
all committees are alike. They reply to one: 
* The sacrifices of those men do not concern us ; 
they are not foreed to compete.’ Neither is 
one forced to enter for lotteries, and yet in many 
civilised countries lotteries are prohibited as 
immoral institutions. 

Nothing can be done, you will say ; we cannot 
do without competitions, and so long as there 
are competitions this sad spectacle of the Geneva 
competition will be reproduced. My answer is 
simple, In England the abuse of competition 
has been stopped. The Royal Institute of 
British Architects has formulated rules for the 
procedure in competitions. In England any 
committee that wishes to an architectural 
competition is invited to lay its ag oageemeee and 
conditions before the Council of the Institute, 
who will indicate the alterations to be made in 
order that the conditions may be fair towards 
competitors. If a committee will not agree to 
the conditions suggested by the Institute, no 
member of that body will compete, nor will any 
architect of repute. I propose, therefore, that 
the architectural societies of Europe and America 
combine with the Royal Institute of British 
Architects to form a central committee which shall 
protect competitors.” 

We fear the writer’s conclusions as to the 
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effect of the condemnation of a competition 
scheme by the Institute of British Architects 
go rather beyond the facts—we wish they did 
not ; unfortunately there are often “ archi- 
tects of repute” who will compete notwith- 
standing that the conditions of a competition 
are unfair. But the letter is a vigorous and 
outspoken protest, and we are glad to give it 
further publicity.

ST. JOHN’S HOSPITAL, 
NORTHAMPTON. 

From Leland, the old English historian, 
we learn that this hospital was founded 
originally by William Sancte Clere (some- 
times called Saincte-liz or S. Liz), Arch- 
deacon of Northamptonshire; but in an 
inquisition of the first year of Edward IIL. it 
is stated to have been founded in a.p. 1138 
by Archdeacon Walter, for the maintenance 
of infirm poor. The recorded list of arch- 
deacons of Northampton contains no Walter, 
but William occurs as possessed of that 
dignity at his death in 1168, and this 
William may possibly be the person 
mentioned by Leland as the original 
founder. 

Bridges, the historian of Northampton- 
shire, states:—‘‘The government of this 
hospital is vested in a master and two co- 
brothers or chaplains. The master appoints 
the brothers, and is himself appointed by 
the Bishop of Lincoln. The hospital con- 
sists of a chapel, a hall or common room, 
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Panelling on West Door of Chapel 
S Johns Hospital Northampton 


with lodgings for the poor, and two rooms 
over them for the co-brothers, The master 
hath a good house and garden. . .. 
Eight poor people, appointed by the master, 
are maintained here with lodging, firing in 
the common hall, and an allowance of Is. 2d. 
weekly. Lord Northampton pays annually 
by agreement 10/., instead of wood, out of 
Yardley Chase.” 

Externally the principal front consists of a 
large por recess (in which originally has 
been a niche) and a low doorway. In the 
gable is a circular window containing 
tracery of rather unusual design. The 
of the buildings consists of a common : 
with a central , on each side of which 
were the ren -' the inmates. Midway in 
the length o is a staircase leading to 
two rooms above, used no doubt by the 
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co-brothers, The window of. the staircase 
has some fragments of stained glass showing 
the arms of Grey, Hastings, and Valence, 
but with the quarterings much misplaced. 
The chapel stands at the north-east angle, 
and has an external entrance on south 
side. The east window, of three lights, is 
a good example of Decorated intersecting 
tracery ; the west window, and the doorway 
beneath it, are Perpendicular, The wooden 
door is remarkable for its wealth of panelling. 

The student will find a plan of the master's 
house, a detached building standing in a 
garden, with illustrations of the roof and the 
small lancet window, together with a detailed 
account of the former, in Hudson Turner's 
“ Domestic Architecture of the XITIth and 
XIVth Centuries " (Vol. L., p. 156).

In Italy the gy difficulty lies with 
the workman, In Germany and Austria 
even the day schools are attended by artisans 
and sons of artisans, who can afford to pa 
even high fees; in Belgium night schoo 
can open at 6 p.m., while in Italy work is 
then still in full swing ; in France the State 
and municipalities provide for the instruction 
and maintenance of their artisan students 
in their splendid Schools of Arts and Crafts, 
whereas in Italy the artisan class, wearied 
with long hours, paid at low rates, devoid of 
general education, cannot in any numbers 
attend technical schools. 

Mention should be made, however, of the 
excellent work that has been done of late 
years by the “ Humanitarian Society of 
\ilan.” The “ Elementary School of 
Design for Artisans,”’ started by this society, 
has for its object to encourage students to 
examine humble, everyday objects. The 
teaching of drawing constitutes the alpha- 
het of every other technical instruction, the 
fundamental training on which will be based 
the special training for each separate art. 
Those artisans who wish to attain to a 
higher perfection may pass from the 
elementary school to the laboratory. The 
“ Laboratory of Art Applied to Craft” was 
organised for the perfecting of those artisans 
working in metal, furniture, jewellery, 
engravings, carving, ete., and eventually is 
to have as many sections as there are branches 


to industrial art. The School, being a 
finishing school, is open at night. It admits 


students over sixteen years of age who have 
worked at least two years at some craft. 
Only working-men are admitted, or, should 
1 vacancy occur, owners of workshops on 
payment of 100 lire. The course lasts two 
years, and the instruction is based on one 
principle alone-—-truth.

ARCHITECTS’ TECHNICAL BUREAU. 
A meETine of the Bureau was held at the 

Holborn Restaurant on November 24, when 
an interesting selection of building specialities 
was inspected by the Committee. A new 
feature is being inaugurated by the Bureau 
for the purpose of alleviating to some extent 
the difficulty experienced by architects 
endeavouring to keep in touch with manu- 
lacturers’ circulars sent through the post. 
lt is recognised that more than three parts 
are consigned to the wastepaper-basket 
without perusal, which is not only money 
wasted to the manufacturers, but also means 
that articles of considerable interest to an 
architect are frequently passed over. Even 
in those cases where an endeavour is made to 
read all the matter placed before an architect, 
the entire want of stendardisation in shape and 
size makes it almost impossible to keep it 
in any form handy for reference. His diffi- 
culty in coping with manufacturers’ circulars 
is further increased by the absence of samples 
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or models, and also by the tendency of 
manufacturers to express themselves some- 
what too freely az to the merits of their . 

The Bureau is adopting a standard form 
of circular and providing its subscribers 
with loose page-filing folios for the various 
trades to aid classification. Manufacturers 
submit the proposed form of circular and also 
& sample or model to the Committee, and are 
in attendance to give explanations. Should 
it be considered of sufficient interest to an 
architect, the circular bearing the Bureau 
badge is sent out to all the subscribers. ‘The 
manufacturers supply the circulars and defray 
the cost of postage. Twelve articles were in 
this way passed by the Committee, the 
circulars of which will shortly be despatched 
to the subscribers, together with the folios 
for filing purposes.

A SPECIAL TYPE OF GIRDER. 


THE accompanying illustration shows a 
special type of main girder recently used in 
the erection of a horse repository in Edg- 
ware-road, 

This girder, which is 46 ft. span and 13 ft. 
10 in. deep, carries nearly the whole of the 
superstructure (which is to be used as resi- 
dential flats), and is calculated to carry an 
equivalent distributed load of about 350 tons, 
A girder of ordinary construction was not 
possible for reasons of headroom, the long 
span, and other limitations, hence the idea 
of a deep girder with its tep and bottom 
booms concealed in the second and first 
floors respectively. 

An open girder with bracing was imprac- 
ticable owing to the window and door open- 
ings being numerous and close together, so a 
plate web girder was decided upon having 
voids corresponding with these openings, the 
girder being bricked up both sides, and the 
window and door frames filled in to this 
brickwork, forming apparently an 18 in. 
external wall. The top and bottom booms 
were specially rolled in one length of 46 ft., 
and special attention has been given to 
effectively stiffening the web at the points 
where the voids occur. 

The whole of the steel construction was 
designed, supplied, and fixed by Messrs. 
Lindsay Neal & Co,, Ltd., of Paddington.

THE CAUSE OF THE BLACK CORE 
IN BRICKS, 

Tue third Report of the Committee on 
Technical Investigation, of the National 
Brick Manufacturers’ Association of the 
United States, has been issued in the names 
of Messrs. H. H. Staley and E. Orton, jun, 
They discuss the function of carbon, iron, 
and sulphur in the various stages of brick- 
burning that produce the black core, which 
in cases of firebrick at least is known to tend 
towards fusibility. It has been considered 
by competent modern authorities that such 
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black core was an indication of the reduction 
of ferric oxide to ferrous oxide, and this is 
confirmed by the a whose general 
conclusions are as fo —— 

(1) Carbon is the first eause of black b - 
venting the oxidation of iron and ae ) Fe 
is ehiefly responsible for the black fon owing 
to the formation of ferrous silicates ; (3) salphur is the 


actual cause of swelling. These causes operate some- 
what as follows :-— 


Carbon in clay tends to burn out, but the 
success of this action is contingent upon an ex- 
cess of oxygen in the brick-kiln heating gases. 
Owing to the presence of water in the clay, 
or of reducing gases (hydrogen and carbon 
monoxide) in the kiln, the material often 
reaches a full red heat without being com- 
pletely freed from carbonaceous matter, 
usually coal. When this is the case, the 
residual organic matter undergoes destructive 
distillation, with the evolution of volatile 
gases which in another part of the kiln may 
ignite, thus raising the temperature at that 
part. After the expulsion of the volatile 
matter, the residual carbon is deeply in- 
grained in the structure of the clay, in the 
form of coke or, if from woody fibre, charcoal, 
which carbon can only be removed by oxida- 
tion or, in other words, burning out. The 
successful oxidation by means of air must 
take place slowly and below 900°C. Orxida- 
tion is also brought about by contact with 
reducible materials such as ferric oxide, 
manganese sesquioxide, sulphuric or nitric 
anhydride, etc., at a temperature of about 
1,000° C. In this way carbon is a possible, 
but rarely an actual, cause of the black 
core. 

Iron in clays, if not present as ferric oxide, 
is easily oxidised thereto by an excess of 
air in the fire gases, in the absence of carbon 
or sulphur that more readily combine with 
the oxygen. When these are present the 
iron does not oxidise until the greater part 
of these two substances have first been 
oxidised, any ferric oxide (Fe,0,) present 
acting in fact as an oxidiser of carbon and 
sulphur with the formation of magnetic 
oxide (Fe,O,) or ferrous oxide (FeO), and 
even of metallic iron. Once reduced iron 
is not. readily oxidised again, but tends to 
combine with silica as vitrification proceeds, 
giving rise to black or dark coloration 
of the clay. The black cores of improperly- 
fired clay goods are usually due to this cause. 

Sulphur is partly expelled by the mere 
rise of temperature in the kiln, but it cannot 
he wholly or even mainly removed by heat 
alone, It is, however, oxidised in the same 
way as carbon, but only after the latter has 
been removed. At high temperatures 
sulphur is the cause of swelling in the course 
of vitrification. This it does by producing 
gases as the result of oxidation, or double 
decomposition between silica and sulphates, 
such as calcium sulphate (gypsum) or 
sulphides, such as iron pyrites existing in the 
clay. Sulphur from the fuel will also add to 
this unfavourable influence.

With regard to the plant and stock, we have 
directed the chief officers of the several depart- 
ments who now, or may hereafter, carry out 
works by the direct employment of labour, to 
imgpect the plant and stock, and estimate for 
euch portions thereof as may be usefully 
utilised by them in their several departments, 
with a view to such portions being trarfMferred 
to the departments concerned at an agreed 
valuation. Any plant or stock remaining in 
hand will be sold by auction or private treaty 
as may be subsequently decided. As regards 
the disposal of the staff, we are able to report 
that fourteen officers in the department have 
been transferred to fill vacancies in other 
departments of the service, and several more 
have been selected for transfer. We are con- 
sidering as to where the remaining subordinate 
officers may best be placed in the service. Ae 
régarde the manager of works, we wish to em- 
phasise our high opinion of Mr. Humphreys’ 
qualifications and work, but as he will be 
engaged upon winding up the work of the 
department during the next six months, we are 
not now prepared to make a definite recom. 
mendation as to his future position in the 
service

LEEDS AND YORKSHIRE ARCHITECTURAL 
SOCIETY. 

Mr. Arthur Keen gave a lecture before 
and Yorkshire Architectural 
Society on the 26th ult. on “‘ The Churches 
of Wren in the City of London.” After 
referring to the enormous number of old 
buildings still in existence in London, Mr. 
Keen pointed out that the most remarkable 
series of all was the group of buildings of 
all kinds with which Wren had enriched the 
City and its surroundings—palaces, private 





| houses, hospitals and City halls, churches

Mr. E. Jeoffreson Jackson, F.R.I.B.A., Architect. 
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and a great cathedral, monuments, schools, 
and many others. The most striking feature 
of ancient London had been that in the square 
mile of the City there were 113 parish 
churches. and chapels; ninety-three of 
these were destroyed by the fire, and Wren 
rebuilt fifty of them. He pointed out that 
asthe result of the Puritan revolution in 
England, public worship had become congre- 
gational in character, the sermon being the 
—_ ipal thing connected with it, so that no 
ong chancels were required, but wide open 
maves, good lighting, spacious galleries, 
and western organs were essential, all of 
which were exactly in keeping with Wren’s 
conception of the right treatment of churches 
in the “ Roman manner” in which he 
worked. Illustrations were then given of 
S. Mary-le-Bow, the first to be rebuilt after 
the fire, showing how utterly Wren had 
de from every tradition that had 

verned church-building up to his time. 
it was shown that Wren never hesitated 
to put large galleries in his churches, if 
they were needed, but that he treated them 
so admirably that they never interfered 
with the more definitely architectural 
features and the general scheme of design, 
in fact that they contributed very materially 
to the composition of the interiors, by giving 
deep broad masses of shade to contrast with 
the columns and vaulted ceilings. The value 
of a well-desi organ standing bokdly 
out in a church, as Sir Christopher always 
placed his organs, instead of in the modern 
fashion in an organ-chamber, was illustrated 
by some beautiful examples. The lecture 
was mainly confined to the interiors of the 
churches, but a good many views of towers 
and lanterns were given, and it was pointed 
out how much more effective and stately the 
towers must have looked in the XVIIth 
century when the surrounding buildings 
were about half the height of the present 
ones, than they do at the present time. All 
the typical churches were then dealt with in 
detail, and the extraordinary versatility 
of the designer was shown. first in the varnety 
of the plans adopted, and then in the endless 
change and interchange in the use of the 
recognised materials of architectaral design, 
columns and piers, entablatures, architraves, 
and arches, vaults and dowes, all used with 
infinite resource and contrivance. The plans 
were shown to progress from the simplest 
possible oblong without either aisles or 
recesses, up to such a complex scheme as 
the many-columned, domed and vaulted 
chureh of S. Stephen. Walbrook. The two 
destroyed churches of S. Antholin and 8. 
Benet Fink were described as fine examples 
of domed design, and the domed churches 
still remaining—-S. Mary-at-Hill, 8. Swithin’s, 
S. Mildred’s, S. Mary Abchurch, and 8. 
Stephen’s—-were all described and illustrated 
In turn.

COURT OF COMMON COUNCIL. 


A MEsTING of the Court of Common Council 
was held at the Guildhall on Thursday last 
week, the Lord Mayor presiding. 

The Widening of Fleet-street.—It was moved 
by Mr. A. L. Bower that the report of the 
Improvements and Finance Committee on this 
proposed improvement be approved. The re- 
port contained an estimate for continuing the 
widening in frout of certain premises for the 
sum of 500,000/., and recommended that these 
premises be forthwith set back, subject to the 

County Council agreeing to contribute 
one-half of the net cost of the work. Mr. 
Bower stated that the widening of the 
thoroughfare was begun fifty years ago, and 
any furthor delay was undesirable on account 
of the increasing value of property. ‘I'wo- 
thirds of the work had already been completed, 
and only thirty-two houses needed setting back 
to make the thoroughfare 60 ft. wide through- 
out. He had gone fully into the financial part 
of the matter, and found that the Corporation 
had in hand cash amounting to 322,000/., and 
recoupments coming in from ground rents 
totalling 120,000/., the two saints aggregat- 
ing 442.0001. The London County Council 
would pay half the cost of widening Bishops- 
gate-street at an outlay of 313,950/., so that the 
Corporation would receive back 156,975/. If 
the Fleet-street widening cost 500,000/., the 
Corporation would receive fram the London 
County Council 250,0007. There would, there- 
fore, be about 442,000/. in hand to enable the 
two great improvement schemes to be carried 
out without the ratepayers being called upon 
to pay a single penny—-Sir William Dunn 
opposed the adoption of the report on the 
ground that the great bulk of the vehicular 
traffic no longer used Fleet-street, but the 
Thames-embankment, and that there were 
other great thoroughfares in the City that were 
in greater meod of widening..-Mr. Deputy Lile 
pointed out that the cost could be spread over 
forty, fifty, or sixty years. In another ten 
years land would be evem more valuable than 
it was at present, and it had been shown that 
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the value had up 25 per cent, within the 
last ten years.—Mr. Gunton said that he hoped 
the estimate of 500,000/. was a reliable one, 
and that if exceeded the London County 
Council would be pre to contribute half 
to the extra cost.—Mr. ty Ells, Mr. 
Deputy Morton, M.P., and Mr. Carl Hent- 
sche! having s ken in favour of the immediate 
completion a the scheme, the Committee's 
report was adopted.

Bishopsgate Widening Scheme. letter was 
read from n County Council, stating 
that as the Corporation has undertaken not to 
offer any opposition to the construction of a 
tramway in Padecpagebe-cteeet Without, between 
the City boundary and Middlesex-street, the 
Council has agreed to contribute half the net 
cost of widening this thoroughfare, between 
Angel-alley and the City boundary, including 
subsidiary widenings of Skinner-street and 
Primrose-street, subject to the conditions (1.)

The entrance facade is in two architectural | 
stories, with a large recessed arch as its 
principal feature. On the ground level | 
sixteen steps lead up to the three entrance | 
porches, over which is a large sculptured | 
frieze by Jouffroy, representing Christ and | 
the twelve Apostles. Three doors with | 
horizontal lintels open into the church, over 
each of which is a pictorial composition by 
Balze. The doors are in oak, with decora- 
tions in galvanised copper, executed by 
Christofle & Co. The rose window in the 
upper part of the facade is filled with 
stained glass, and is framed amid bas- | 
reliefs by Le Pére, symbolising “ L’ Ancienne 
et la nouvelle Alliance.” The gable is 
surmounted by a cross flanked by two 
figures of angels. 

The church internally is 94 métres in 
length. The windows of the side chapels 
are filled with grisaille glass. The bays of 
the nave are separated by stone piers of 
rectangular plan, against which are placed 
cast-iron columns attached to the main 
piers by wrought-iron bands. The capitals 
of these columns support figures of angels,

The style of the church is a kind of | 


mingling of Renaissance and Byzantine 
influence. The wider area at the western 
end of the plan is surmounted by a dome 
25 métres in diameter and 80 métres in 


brackets to the feet of the semicircular 
iron principals which carry the nave roof. 
The ceiling above these is nearly flat and 
decorated with painted medallions. In the 
upper part of the bays is a triforium with a 
wrought-iron balustrade decorated with 
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gilding ; each bay of the triforium being 
divided into an arcade of three arches on 
colonettes. 

To an English eye, it must be admitted, 
the effect of this interior treatment is by no 
means satisfactory. The exterior is a noble 
architectural conception which must appeal 
to all; but the effect of all this iron pamted 
detail in the interior is very disappointing, 
the more so when one considers what 
opportunities the plan affords for a more 
monumental treatment. 

The dome is decorated internally with 
painting, representing a circular colonnade 
with figures of saints seated in the inter- 
columnar spaces, relieved against a blue 
sky. At the apex of the dome is painted 
the symbol of the Trinity. 

A very richly decorated high altar is 
erected in the centre of the space under the 
dome, in marble polychromy, the slab of 
the altar being carried colonettes in red 
marble, with mosaic in the s between. 
The altar is surmounted by a baldacchino 
in iron and bronze and terminating in a 
cross. The altar is raised on ten steps and 
surrounded by a balustrade in stone faced 
with green Pyrenean marble. On each side 
descend the stairs leading to the chapel in 
the crypt. 

This decorative ensemble is the design of 
the architect Train, who also designed the 
altar in the chapel of St. Joseph in the right- 
hand transept. The table of this altar is 
carried on colonettes of onyx with capitals 
of gilt bronze. In the transept on the left 
is the chapel of the Sacré Cceur, the altar of 
which is adorned with statues in white 
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marble. The Lady Chapel, which occupies 
the apse, is decorated with columns of red 
marble ; the altar, in stone, is surmounted 
by a group in marble of the Virgin and 
Child, 4 aley. 

The church cost altogether 5,700,000 
francs. Of that sum, 92,421 francs was 
spent on paintings, 195,600 on sculpture, 
and 78,270 on stained glass. 

Among the principal artists who collabo- 
rated in the work were, among sculptors, 
Bonnassieux, Carrier - Belleuse, Cavelier, 
Jacquemart, Guillaume, Chapu, and Jouffroy ; 
among painters, Bouguereau and Signol ; 
and on the decoration of the cupola, Denuelle 
and Charles Lameire. The stained glass was 
the work of Claudius, Lavergne, Maréchal 
de Metz, Prosper Lafarge, and Oudinot. 

In concluding this series of illustrations, 
we may add a word of appreciation in regard 
to the excellent manner in which the photo- 
grapher, M. Albert Lévy, of Asniéres, has 
carried out a somewhat difficult task. 
Apart from some very general instructions, 
M. Lévy was necessarily left to exercise 
his own judgment as to the point of view 
to be selected for each building, and has 
in every case, we think, made the best 
selection possible. 


INTERIORS, SANTA SOPHIA, 
CONSTANTINOPLE. 

THEse two illustrations, showing the 
north aisle and the north-east semicircular 
recess in Santa Sophia, are from two of Mr. 
J. B. Fulton's admirable pencil drawings, the 
loan of which for the purpose of publication 
here will be as much appreciated by our 
readers as by ourselves. 


HEVER FARM BUILDINGS. 

THe bird's-eye view of the Hever Farm 
Buildings is taken looking north, and shows 
in the immediate foreground the model 
dairy, its special feature being the octagonal 
milk room lined with marble and tiles with a 
fountain in the centre; adjoining are the 
working dairies and the tea room for visitors. 

An arcaded cloister, horseshoe-shaped on 
plan, enclosing a formal garden with dipping 
well in centre, connects the dairy with the 
bailiffs house on the west side and with the 
farm buildings beyond. 

The stables, cow and bulls’ houses and 
piggeries, with their killing and curing 
rooms, are grouped around three courtyards, 
two of which serve as cattle-yards, 

Throughout the timber used is English 
oak, there being some particularly fine logs 
in the granary, water tower, and in the cattle 
shed in the first yard. The walls are faced 
with red brick or plastered and the roofs 
covered with hand-made tiles. The work 
has been carried out by Messrs. John 
Thompson & Co., of Peterborough, from 
the designs and under the superintendence of 
Mr. Frank L. Pearson. 


HORTENSIA-ROAD GIRLS’ SCHOOL, 
CHELSEA. 

THe London County Council has carried 
on secondary education since the passing of 
the Act of 1904 in seventeen buildings which 
have been more or less adapted for the pur- 
pose. The above building is the first planned 
and built entirely for secondary education, 
and was publicly opened on the 20th ult. 
by Lt.-Col. Welby (Chairman of the Higher 
Education Sub-Committee), with Mr. Walter 
H. Key (Chairman of the Buildings Sub- 
Committee) in the chair. 

The site of the building lies between 
Fulham-road and King’s-road, Chelsea, 
abutting upon the grounds of St. Mark’s 
Training College, and contains an area of 
34,320 sq. ft., and affords accommodation 
for 510 girls on four floors. On the ground 
floor is a spacious gymnasium, dining-room, 
and kitchen ; there is also a room for instruc- 
tion in cookery, ete. ; on the mezzanine above 
is an ample cloakroom, properly warmed and 
ventilated. On the first floor is the assem bly 
hall, 86 ft. by 37 ft. 6 in., surrounded on three 
sides by nine classrooms and with a library 
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staff li 
On the third floor there are two roome for 
elementary and advanced art, physical, 
chemical, and biological laboratories, school 
museum, and two classrooms. The music 


and practising rooms are at the top 
of the i at each The assembly 
hall has a high panelled dado, and a floor of 


polished Jarrah wood. 

The entire scheme has received the full 
consideration of the various expert officials 
of the Council, and also the approval of the 
Board of Education, and may be said to be 
fully equipped with every modern require- 
ment for a secondary school of the latest 
type. There is a janitor’s lodge. The play- 
ground has s for two tennis-courts, and 
it is silane ove use the adjoining available 
space for the purpose of additional recreation- 
ground. 

The building is warmed throughout by 
low-pressure hot-water with ventilating 
radiators, and open fires are provided in rooms 
devoted to special studies and ventilated by 
Tobin tubes and extract flues. 

There is ample staircase provision, corridors, 
e‘c., all of fire-resisting material. The walls 
of classrooms, etc., have glazed brick dados 
and plastered above ; the assembly hall has a 
high wainscot dado and floor of polished 
Jarrah wood blocks. 

The elevations are faced with red brick 
and Portland stone dressings, and the roofs 
are covered with Broseley tiles. 

The building has been erected from the 
designs and under the supervision of the 
Architect. (Education) of the Council, Mr. 
Thos, J. Bailey. The contractor was Mr. 
B. E. Nightingale, of Albert Embankment 
(the contract amount being 24,334/.), and 
the clerk of works Mr. W. E. Huckstep.

THE POST OFFICE AND OUR 
ILLUSTRATION PLATES. 

Some readers may have noticed that 
the name of Messrs. Sprague & Co., who 
have for many years lithographed and 
printed our plates, no longer appears in the 
margin of those plates. It is due to Messrs. 
Sprague, who have done so much excellent 
work for us, to say that their connexion 
with the Builder is in no way altered, the 
omission of their name being due to an 
official requirement on the part of the Post 
Office authorities. 

We are informed that in some cases the 
privilege of the newspaper post has been 
abused by the interleaving of advertising 
sheets unconnected with the paper with 
which they were circulated; a proceedin 
which we should never have admitted, 
the objection to which on the part of the 
Post Office is perfectly logical. It appears, 
however, that the Post Office authorities 
(or some official in the Post Office who has 
had the matter in hand) cannot understand 
the difference between outside sheets uncon- 
nected with the journal, and plates which 
form an integral part of it and the title 
of the paper at their head, and that the 
lithographer’s name inserted in the corner 
constitutes an “‘advertisement.”’ The crown- 
ing absurdity is that the photographer's 
name may be inserted (as it is on this week’s 
plate of the Church of St. Augustin), but the 
photo-lithographer’s may not; in other 
words, the photo-li pher’s imprint is an 
advertisement, but the photographer's is 
not; a piece of official reasoning in regard 
to which, in the accepted phrase, ‘‘ comment 
is unnecessary.”

THE BAILLIE GALLERY, 

_ Tax Baillie contains an exhibition of con. 
siderable and varied interest, There are 
a number of very fine coloured plates after 
Old Masters, by the Medici Society, which 
seems to be carrying on the same kind of work 
formerly done by the Arundel Society. The 
reproductions of some great paintings, such 
as the “ Bacchus and Ariadne” of Titian, 
are exceedingly good, and at surprisingly low 
prices, 

In another room are a number of etching, 
by Herr Ferdinand Schmutzer, of Vienna, 
which are of the highest class not only in 
execution but in idea and composition. The 
little composition called “The Secret Dis 
covered’ reminds one of Terburg in its 
motif and its dramatic force ; and others are 
almost equally remarkable. 

Two ladies, Miss Millicent Sowerby and 
Miss Jessie Bayes, have a joint exhibition ; 
Miss Sowerby showing a number of wate. 
colour drawings of child subjects, and Migs 
Bayes a collection of illuminated panels, 
framed in an architectural setting, with 
inscriptions accompanied by decorative 
scenes in the margin or intermingled 
with the inscriptions.

A similar 
question to this was decided in the case of 
Attorney General v. Frimley and Farn- 
horough District Water Company, shortly 
noted the Builder, March 7 last, where it was 
held by the Court of Appeal that under the 
statutes then under consideration extra land 
acquired by agreement could not be used for 
what was practically a new undertaking, but 
only for purposes ancillary to the. under- 
taking as sanctioned by Parliament, 

The distinction relied upon by the de- 
fendants between their case and the Frimley 
case was that in the latter case the powers 
to take water were confined to water ‘‘ upon 
or under the lands acquired by the company 
under the powers of this Act,” whereas in the 
Act governing this case the words were ‘‘ on 
any lands for the time being belonging 
to the company”; but the Act of 1892 
which related to the additional land 
provided that the company should only 
erect thereon buildings connected wit 
or necessary to their undertaking, and 
the Court, following the Frimley case, held 
this not to enable the defendants to set up a 
new undertaking. For the laying down of 
the pipes the defendants invoked sect. 28 of 
the Waterworks Clauses Act, 1847, but the 
Court held such powers only to be conferred 
in connexion with their statutory under- 
taking. Lastly, the Court decided that the 
plaintiffs had sufficient interest in preventing 
the defendants from laying down the pipes 
to entitle them to an injunction without 
joining the Attorney General, and that no 
pipes could be laid down without notice to 
the plaintifis. The case is of considerable 
importance, for, as was pointed out by Lord 
Justice Fletcher Moulton in the Frimley case, 
when water is being taken in large quantities 
for public distribution Parliament has the 
right to safeguard the interests of the public 
and of individuals. Of late years water 
companies have been setting up pumping- 
stations in various parts of the country as a 
matter of course, and the above cases raise 
the doubt as to how many of such stations 
are within the Parliamentary powers of the 
companies in question. 


WoRKMEN'S COMPENSATION : “SERIOUS AND 
Witrun Misconpucr.” 


The House ef Lords in the case of George 
'. Glasgow Coal Company had again to 
consider what constitutes “ serious and wilful 
misconduct” under the Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Act, 1906. The applicant was working 
as a “ bottomer” in a midworking of the 
respondents’ mine. His duties were to take 
empty hatches from the cage and to put on 
full ones. The misconduct complained of 
appears to have been that the applicant, 
in dereliction of an express rule, neglected to 
sive the required signal to stop the cage at 
his working, and, in consequence, having 
assumed that it would stop, he, in the 
larkness, failed to see that it had passed, 
and fell down the shaft, sustaining a severe 
scalp wound and breaking his right tibia and 
ibula, The House of Lords affirmed the 
First Division of the Scottish Court of Session, 
which had affirmed the decision of the Court 
below, holding the man to be guilty of serious 
wilful misconduct, but rather upon the 
stound that there being evidence to support 
such a finding, it was a question of fact with 
which the Court had no power to deal in an 
‘ppeal on a question of law. The rule had

doubt in this case the injuries were “ serious,” 
as they were not “ permanent” they would 
afford no defence to the workman. ~ 


New Streets anp tHe Pusric HEALTH Act. 

A most important decision under the 
Public Health Act, 1875, has recently been 
delivered in the Chancery Division ‘in the 
case of the Urban District Council of Stour- 
bridge v. Butler & Grove. The defendants 
were owners or occupiers of premises fronting 
or abutting upon a new street, not a highway 
repairable by the inhabitants at large, and 
the plaintiffs, acting under sect. 150 of the 
Public Health Act, 1875, had given notice 
that the same was to be sewered, levelled, 
metalled, channelled, and made good, and 
plans had been deposited at the offices of 
the Council. A notice was served upon the 
defendants in which it was stated “ that 
unless the provisions of sect. 150 of the Public 
Health Act, 1875, are complied with within 
six weeks from the date hereof, the said 
Council will cause such street to be sewered, 
levelled, metalled, channelled, and made 
good in such manner as they may think 
fit....'’ The defendants did not comply 
with the notice, and the plaintiff Council exe- 
cuted the works and then proceeded against 
the defendants under sect. 257 to recover the 
amount of the expenses apportioned upon 
them. The defendants in this action raised 
the defence that the above notice was bad in 
that it did not refer to the deposited plans 
and sections, and the Court held that this 
contention was well founded, and that they 
were not, by the terms of sect. 257, precluded 
from raising the point at the trial. 

Sect. 317 of the Act provides, “ The 
schedules to this Act shall be read and have 
effect as part of this Act. The forms in 
sect. IV. to this Act or forms to the like 
effect, varied as circumstances may require, 
may be used and shall be sufficient for all 
purposes.” Form g in sect. IV. gives the 
parties notice that the sewers are to be laid 
“of the sizes and forms and at the rate or 
rates of inclination shown on the plans and 
sections " as deposited, and that the work 
is to be executed in accordance with the 
plans and sections. 

With regard to the point as to objection to 
the notice being taken at the trial, sect. 257 
provides that when such expenses have been 
apportioned and settled, such apportionment 
shall be binding and conclusive, unless within 
three months of the service of the notice the 
owner shall by written notice dispute the 
same, but this section appears to refer to a 
dispute as to the apportionment and not to 
debar any party liable from taking objection 
to the form of the proceedings as was done in 
this case. 

LAND TRANSFER. 

The Council of the Royal Borough of 
Kensington have adopted a Report with 
reference to the Land Transfer Act, 1897, 
which is to be forwarded to the authorities 
concerned, in which objections are taken to 
the constitution of the Royal Commission 
appointed to inquire into the working of the 
Act, and to the terms of reference and the 
ro method of procedure. It is con- 
tended that solicitors who are especially 
conversant with the work of conveyancin 
should have been more rey | represen 
on the Commission, and that all the proceed- 
ings should be public, and that no evidence 
should be taken in camera. 

But the main gist of the Report appears to 
us to lie in that portion of it whie takes 
exception to the practice in land registration 
ing made subject to alteration pending 
prog, Borer of the Royal Commission. It is 
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will fompionte for a time the registration of 
land, and it is suggested that the Privy Council 
should exert the powers conferred by the Act 
by suspending the com operation of 
the Act in the County of London pending the 
Report of the Royal Commission. To our- 
selves it has always seemed most undesirable 
that an Act of this kind should be made com- 
pulsory in one district and not in others, but 
it is possible that the Privy Council would 
hesitate to take any step in the direction 
indicated until the Commission has reported: 
There is, however, another and more simple 
course which could well be adopted, and that 
is to suspend the operation of the proposed 
new rules until after the Report of the Royal 
Commission has been published. 


EXTRAORDINARY TRAFFIC. 


In the recent case, Kent County Council r 
Kent Coal Concessions, Litd.. which was 
an action to recover extraordinary expenses 
incurred upon certain roads in consequence 
of traction traffic, the defendants raised the 
defence amongst others that the traffic had 
not been carried on by their orders. The 
traffic was actually conducted by the order 
of two companies—-the Sontage Syndicate, 
Ltd., and the Foneage Syndicate, Ltd., 
who also paid for it, and these two companies 
were also the parties engaged in carrying out 
the boring, sinking, and other operations at 
the coal mines to and from which the traffic 
was conducted, but the Court held that the 
work was being done on behalf of the defend- 
ant company, and that one manager, who had 
powers to act as a director of all three com- 
panies, practically controlled the whole 
concern, and, therefore, the traffic was con- 
ducted by the order of the defendant company. 
As regards the nature of the traffic itself, the 
Court held that the traffic was exceptional, 
both as regards the quality and quantity of 
loads carried and the mode and times at 
which it was carried on, so as to come within 
the definition of “ extraordinary traffic,’’ as 
defined by the Court of Appeal in Hill + 
Scott (1893), a case we referred to in our 
issue for September 5 last, as explaining away 
some of the legal difficulties attending this 
question. 

It is instructive to see how the Court dealt 
with the expenses recoverable ; 1,200/. had 
been expended upon the road, but the Court 
estimated that 500/. would have been 
expended on ordinary repair. This left 700/. 
due to extraordinary traffic, but as the road 
was in a better condition owing to the 
expenditure than it would have been after 
ordinary repair, the Court deducted one- 
third from the 700/., leaving the defendants 
4661. to pay. 


Rieat to Support. 


The case of the Butterley Company, Ltd. r. 
the New Hucknall Colliery Company, Ltd., 
noted the Builder, July 4 last, requires 
short notice, as the decision there commented 
upon has been reversed in the Court of 
Appeal. The plaintiffs, under leases granted 
to them, were working a top seam of coal, 
whilst the defendants, under leases granted 
by the same lessors, but at a slightly subse- 
quent date, were working the lower seams. 
The Court below felt constrained on the 
authority of a case decided in the House of 
Lords, Butterknowle Colliery v. Bishop 
Auckland Industrial Corporation Flour and 
Provision Society (noted the Builder, May 26, 
1906), to restrain the defendants by injunc- 
tion from working their seams, as it caused 
a subsidence in the upper seam. The Court 
of Appeal distinguished all former decisions, 
since in this case it was proved that if the 
lower seam was worked at all some subsidence 
in the upper seam mast necessarily take 
place, this fact was well known to all the 
parties who entered into the leases. In these 
circumstances it was held that the presump- 
tion of any right to support was overridden 
by the express terms of the documents, and 
Court drew a distinction between 
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destroyed, as it would be useless for building 
; but the lowering of a substratum 
is an injury which can be made the ground 
of compensation, as it only increases the cost 
of working. The great distinction, however, 
between this case and others decided is that 
here there was no allegation that the sub- 
sidence could have been avoided had the 
defendants used other methods of working. 
It was neck or nothing, and had the 
injunction been granted the defendants 
could not have worked the seam at all. 

Free Insurance AND EARTHQUAKES. 

In the Privy Council recently the judg- 
ment was delivered in the Jamaica earth- 
quake case, the Court having on August 4 
merely announced the decision that the 
appeal should be dismissed. The appeal was 
brought by the insurance company, who 
were the insurers of certain premises in 
Harbour-street, Kingston, under four 
policies, three of which provided that the 
policies did not cover “ loss or damage by 
fire oceasioned by or happening through 
earthquakes’; whilst the fourth policy 
provided that it did not cover “ loss or 
damage by fire during (unless it be proved by 
the insured that the loss or damage was not 
occasioned thereby) or in consequence of 
earthquake.’ At the trial the learned judge 
had treated all the policies on the same 
footing. holding the onus of proving the 
cause of the loss to be upon the insurance 
company; the Privy Council intimated that 
in the fourth policy this was a misdirection, 
but a misdirection that had not affected the 
result. The jury found that the fire was not 
occasioned by nor did it happen through 
or during an earthquake, and the Privy 
Council have found that there was evidence 
to justify such a finding, and consequently 
that it cannot be disturbed even if a contrary 
verdict might appear preferable. The 
circumstances are peculiar, as it is admitted 
that the first earthquake shock occurred at 
3.30 p.m. on January 14, 1907, and that 
near that time three fires broke out. One 
of these fires was remote from the premises 
in question, the second was distant about a 
quarter of a mile, whilst the third was six 
numbers removed from the premises, with a 
street also intervening. The Privy Council 
appear to have held that the evidence was 
such that the jury might reasonably have 
come to a conclusion either way, and that if 
the finding was that the premises were 
destroyed by an extension of either of the 
latter two fires, or of both, and that neither 
of these fires resulted from earthquake, 
that finding could not be disturbed, as there 
was evidence to support it. The note- 
worthy feature of the case is that under 
the policies in question the parties seem to 
have been free to bring the matter before a 
jury, with a result unsatisfactory to the 
insurers, but, as we have on frequent occa- 
sions pointed out in these columns, under 
most fire policies such is not the case, as the 
companies, by the insertion of an arbitration 
clause, substitute a special tribunal for the 
jury, and compel the insured to resort to 
arbitration. Such a tribunal is not so 
favourable to the insured, and where the 
clause goes farther and endeavours to make 
an award in favour of the insured, a condition 
precedent to his right to bring an action, 
those affecting insurances will be well advised 
to insist on its deletion. 

LIABILITIES FoR Removine Syow. 

The decision of a Divisional Court in the 
case Of Acton District Council rv. London 
United Tramways comes at an appropriate 
season of the year, as it relates to the respec- 
tive liabilities of the District Council and 
the tramway authorities for the expenses of 
clearing the roads and tramway lines from 
snow consequent on the heavy fall which took 

place last December. The District Council 
had agreed with the County Council to under- 
take the duty of clearing the roads from snow, 
but claimed from the tramway authorities 
the cost of clearing that portion of the roads 
oceupied by the tramnway. This contentién 
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was based on sect. 28 of the Tramway Act, 
1870, which provides that “the promoters 
shall at their own expense at all times’ 
maintain and keep in good condition and. 
repair, with such materials and in such 
manner as the road authority shall direct, 
so much of any road” as lies between the 
tram rails 18 in. on each side. The 
Court affirmed the County Court Judge, and 
held that no duty was cast upon the tramway 
authority under this section to remove 
snow from the tramway unless the fall of snow 
was such as to render the road impassable. 
The fall in this case was 4 in. to 5 in., and the 
extent of the work involved can be gathered 
from the report of the Hackne rough 
Engineer, which we published on May 2, and 
which relates to the same falls of snow. The 
decision does not appear to us wholly satis- 
factory, but it is at present very briefly 
reported. Such liabilities can hardly be satis- 
factorily determined when the question of 
degree es to be entered into. If 4in. or 5 in. 
of snow does not render a road im ble, 
what meaning is attached to word 
“impassable”? Under a statute relating 
to the maintenance of roads it would appear 
that there must be an absolute liability in 
respect of such an outside cause or none, and 
that questions as to whether the snow made 
the road impassable or whether its removal 
only made the road more convenient should 
not enter into consideration. 


Is Curva Cray A Minera? 
~ The case of Great Western Railway Com- 
pany v. Carpalla United China Clay Company, 
Ltd. (noted the Builder, July 25 last), has been 
carried to the Court of Appeal. The question 
raised in the case was whether china clay 
was a mineral. If it were it was not expressly 
purchased by the railway company in the 
conveyance of the land which they held, and 
was therefore excepted by virtue of sect. 77 
of the Railway Clauses Consolidation Act, 
1845. This is really a question of fact, 
as if the substance forms part of the ordinary 
soil it would pass to the purchaser as part of 
the land ; but in this case the Court held the 
china clay did not form the substance of the 
subsoil, there was an upper stratum or 
“overburden” of considerable depth of 


disintegrated granite which had to be 
removed before the decom granite 
which forms china clay could be obtained. 


In these circumstances the Court of ps <a 
affirmed the Court below, holding the chi 
clay to be a mineral, the result being that the 
defendants were entitled to work this clay 
subject to the provisions of the Railway 
Clauses Consolidation Act, 1845, as to notice

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HOUSING AND TOWN PLANNING BILL. 
_Sranpinc Committee B of the House of 
Commons resumed their consideration of the 
Housing and Town Planning Bill of the Presi- 
dent of the Local Government Board on 
Wednesday of last week, Sir F. Channing 
presiding. 

On clause 56, which contains provisiong for 
applying the town planning portion of the Bill 
to Scotland, it wag agreed, on the motion of 
the Solicitor-Genera! for Scotland, that the 
Scottish Board should not themselves make an 
order under this part of the Act without first 
holding a local public inquiry.—The clause 
Was agreed to. 

A protracted discussion took place on an 
amendment to clause 57 by Sir Francis Powell 
that a county medica] officer of health should 
not be removable except by and with the con- 
sent of the Local Government Board; but 
eventually the amendment was withdrawn after 
Mr. Burns had stated that the Government 
could not accept it. 

The remainder of the sitting was devoted 
to dealing with the powers of medical officers 
of health under the Bill. 

The Committee resumed on Thursday of last 
week, when Mr. John Burns, on behalf of the 
Government, moved a new clause relative to 
the power of the County Council to exercise 
powers of a rural district council in certain 
evertualities under Part IIT. of the Act. The 
right hon. gentleman said he brought up the 
clause in deference to a promise he had made 
in the earlier discussions of the Bill. The 
clause gave the county councils wider power 
than was originally proposed to be given them 
where a rural or urban district authority 
defaulted under the Act 

After some discussion the clause was 
agreed to. 

A new definition clause in sect. 53 of the 
principal Act was agreed. to as follows :—-The 
expression ‘cottage’ in this part of the Act 
may include a garden of not more than one acre. 

Mr. Rvland Adkins moved to insert a clause 
making it obligatory upon every county council 
to establish a public health and housing 
committee. : 

Sir J. Dickson Poynder, while supporting the 
clause, said he thought the committee might 
consist of others than members of the council, 
although he thought that members of the 
council ought to be in the majority. He 
moved an amendment to that effect. 

Mr. Burns said he hoped the hon. baronet 
would not’ persist in his amendment. In the 
discussions which had already taken place on 
the Bill it had been pointed out that persons 
interested in certain concerns had got. them- 
selves elected on public bodies for their own 
benefit umder the mask of public service. He 
was glad that that sort of person had been 
found out. “Mr. Jerry Builder” did not now 
get that favourable reception at the polls that 
he used to, because during the last thirty or 
forty years the public had seen the evil of 
electing particular gentlemen on public health 
and sanitary authorities. Under the amend- 
ment it would be — for such a person to

wr Burns said he could not accept the clause 
as proposed by Mr, Ryland Adkins, but, on 
behalf of the Government, he was prepared to 
accept the following clause dealing with the 
subject of which Mr. Rogers had given 
notice :-—“‘ Every county council shall establish 
a public health and housing committee, and all 
matters relating to the exercise and perform- 
ance by the council of their powers and duties 
as respects public health and the housing of 
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the working classes (except the power of rais- 
ing a rate or borrowing money) shall stand 
referred to the public health pus housing com- 
mittee, and the council, before exercising amy 
such powers, shall, unless in their opinion the 
matter is urgent, receive and consider the re- 
port of the public health and housing com- 
mittee with respect to the matter in question, 
and the council may also delegate to the public 
health and housing committee, with or without 
restrictions or conditions as they think fit, any 
of their powers ag respects public health and 
the housing of the working classes, except the 
power of raising a rate or borrowing money 
and except amy power of resolving that the 
wers of a district council in default should 
transferred to the council.” 

‘Lhis clause was then discussed at some length, 
and was eventually agreed to with the proviso 
that it should not apply to the London County 
Council. 

Sir John Dickson Poynder next proposed a 
clause giving the County Council power to assist 
public mg societies in carrying out housing 
schemes with the consent of the Loca] Govern- 
ment Board, by making grants or advances, 
such grant or advamee not to exceed 75 per 
cent. of the security. He said that the pro- 
vision was a very useful and important one 
to embody in the Bill. At present powers 
were given in the Bill for district councils, and 
mm some circumstances county councils, to 
administer Part II. of the Housing Act, which 
provided for the purchase of land and the 
erection thereon of cotfage property. In other 
clauses of the Bill they had granted greater 
facilities for those local authorities to borrow 
money from the Treasure; and it was hoped 
that thereby those authorities would be induced 
to build more than. they had in the past. He 
was afraid, however, they would stil] find that 
many rural authorities would be reluctant to 
undertake the work, but if the clause he pro- 
pee was in the Bill, such authorities would 
9 able to get into touch with a public 
utility society and would be able to 
lend them money, either on the credit 
bank system or direct, on the same 
terms as regarded interest that the money 
would be advanced to the local authority by the 
Treasury. “The fact that the loan was not to 
exceed 75 per cent. of the security would pre- 
vent the clause being taken advantage of by 
any but bond fide societies. The principle waa 
alreacly in force as regarded the Smal] Hold- 
ings Act, and he saw no good reason why it 
should not apply in the case of housing. 

Mr. Burns said he was content to leave the 
matter in the hands of the Committee, but he 
must point how what in his view would 
happen if the clause was placed in the Bill. _ It 
was certain that it would be impossible to con- 
fine the facilities which the hon. baronet wished 
to confer upon ae utility societies to such 
orgamsations. There were 2,018 building 
societies in this country, with a capital of 
53 millions sterling. If the Treasury permitted 
public utility societies to have a lien on the 
tates for the promotion of co-operative build- 
ing, he was convinced that the building societies 
would presume upom the precedent thus 
created, and would ask for similar treatment 
If such a claim was put forward, it would be 
impossible to resist it on the ground that a 
building society was not a public utility eociety 
—the governors of those societies would be 
ingenious enough to so alter their constitution 
as to come within the meaning of a public 
utility society. They would also have co- 
operative societies and trades unions asking for 
similar treatment, and if all those agencies and 
associations, why not worthy private in- 
dividuals? Lf they gave municipal credit and 
Treasury guarantees for housing schemes to 
that wide extent, they might discourage 
private individuals who had immortalised 
themselves by same of the great housing 
schemes they had carried out without such aid, 
amd they might also discourage local authorities 
from doing their duty under the Act. 

Mr. Morrell said he hoped the Committee 
would accept the clause. There was an enor- 
mous shortage of cottages in rural districts, 
and even if the Bill passed he was afraid it 
would not used very largely by loral 
authorities in the country. Under the proposal} 
of the hon. baronet the local council would 
be akle to co-operate with public utility 
societies, and he thought that many rural 
authorities would by that means do something 
more than they did at present. Personally he 
did not see why the privilege should not be 
ea pack t EE 

Mr. W. . im supporting the clause, 
said he felt convinced that it would produce 
extremely beneficial resulta. He would extend 
the benelits of the clause, not only to building 
societies, but to private individuals. 

Mr. Hobhouse, Financial Secretary to the 
Treasury, said he could not possibly accept the 
proposal to lend up to the extent of per 
cent:, but he might be prépared to agree to 
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the proposal if the sum to be advanced was 
limited to two-thirds. ; 

Sir J. Dickson Poynder said he would be 
willing to substitute two-thirds for 75 per 
cent. 

The clause was ordered to be read a second 
time, and the Committee adjourned. 

At the sitting of the Committee on Tuesday 
Mr. John Burns proposed that the following 
paragraph should be inserted after clause 49, 
which deals with compensation :——* Where land 
ia allaged to be injuriously affected by reason 
of atiy provisien contained in a town planning 
scheme prescribing the width of streets or the 
space about buildings (whether by limiting 
the number of houses per acre or otherwise) no 
compensation shall be paid in respect thereof 
iforso far as the provisions are such as could 
reasonably have been inserted in by-laws made 
by the local authority.” 

“Mr. Morrell said he did not think the clause 
met all that was promised them by the 
Attorney-General, who told them that no com- 
pensation was to be paid m regard to the 
number of houses to the acre or the width of 
streets. 5 

Mr. Burns contended that the promise pre- 
viously given was carried out in @ reasor 
and practical way by the clause. He was yre- 
pared, however, if the Committee would accept 
the clause, to consider between now and 
report stage whether perhaps greater precimon 
in the clause could nat be obtained ‘ 

Answering Mr. Dickinson, Mr. Burns said 
they did not interpret the clause as giving an 
owner any new form of compensation. 

Mr. Wedgwood considered the clause ennr- 
mously important, because, if the compensation 
which could be claimed was going to be 
heavy, not a single jocal authority anywhere 
would put forward a town planning scheme, 

Mr. Dickinson pointed out that under pre- 
sent by-laws no compensation could be claimed, 
and ha conaidered the clause would introduce a 
new principle. : 

Mr. Price asked whether, if an owner wanted 
iv erect flats on land and. was prohibited, he 
would be entitled to compensation. 

The Solicitor-General for Scotland thought 
the Committee nead be under no apprehension 
as to the effect of the clause. 

Mr. Dickinson proposed as an amendment to 
leave out the words, “ Prescribing the width 
of streets or the space about buildings (whether 
hy Hmiting the number of houses per acre or 
otherwise).”” 

The Committee agreed to the aniendment, 
and the clause as amended was ordered. to 
stand part of the Bill. 

On the motion of Sir John Dickson Poynder 
the following was inserted after clause 56:— 
(1) The County Council may promote the 
formation or extension of, and may, subject 
to the provisions of this section, assist societies 
on a co-operative basis, having for their object 
or one of their objects the erection or improve- 
ment of dwellings for the working classes. @) 
The County Council, with the consent of a 
-ubject to the regulations made by the Local 
(jovernment Board, may for the purpose of 
assisting a society make grants or advances to 
the society, or guarantee advances made to 
the society, upon such termes and conditions as 
to rate of interest and repayment, or other- 
wise, and on such security as the council think 
fit, and the making of such grants or advances 
shall be a purpose for which a council] may 
borrow. Provided that the regulations of the 
Board shall provide that any such advance 
made on the security of any property ehall 
not exceed two-thirds of the value of that 
property.” 

Sir John Dickson Poynder proposed a mew 
clause to establish a separate public health 
and housing department of the Local Govern- 
ment Board to which all powers and 
cuties vested in the Local Government Board 
iv the several Acts of Parliament in relation 

» public health, housing, town planning, and 

guate matters should be referred. 

The Chairman ruled the proposal out of 
order, as there was no precedent for making a 
new department by an amendment to an Act 
of Parliament. It would be competent for a 
inember to move an instruction to the Execu- 
tive head of a department to establish such a 
department on the votes in the House itself. 

Sir J. Dickson Poynder then moved to insert 
a clause after clause 26, to make it a duty on 
the part of all local authorities to make an 

nspection and survey of every dwelling-house 
in the parish or district of under 162. rateable 


value, and to enter full lars im a 
evister. Such survey should be made every 
ive years. Sir John argued that a great many 
of the particulars which he should 
he contained in the register be got from 
the particulars now in the rate-books. With 


regard to the cost, if the work wae epread over 
a period it would be very low, and could be 
carried out by the present sanitary and health 
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Mr. Burrs said the clause would be objected 
to on the grounds that the procedure would 
be costly, nevel, and inquisitorial. By clause 11 
of ve one yn county her ona ware given a 
great power regarding the inspection 
and the condition of insani houses which 
had not hitherto been by them. He 
might put it that by the provisions of the Bj)! 
they would have a kind of “sanitary over- 
lordship’ which they did not previously have. 
What was wanted was not so much new laws 
as vigcrous and public-«pirited aétion by local 
authorities, The proposal of the lon. baronet 
wouk! qmean thousamls of nomexpert, non- 
technical busy-bodies being set to browse on 
thousands of houses and undermine the 
labours of the medical officer and the com- 
petent sanitary inspector. 

Mr. J. A. bright said they heard a great 
deal about the cost, but it would enly amount 
to the cost of one destroyar. 

Sir Walter Faster, in supporting the amend- 
ment, said the condition of ings which 
existed in many parts of rural England were 
such as to make morality and decency 
impossible. 

Mr. Guinness opposed the amendment purely 
on the ground of cost. 

Sir Francis Lowe considered the amendment 
would defeat its own object, as it would have 
the effect of multiplying officialiem and cause 
divided responsibility. In large cities the 
powers set forth in the clause were absolutel 
unnecessary, as the Corporation officials had all 
the information in their possession. 

On a division the amendment of Sir John 
Dickson Poynder was carried by 20 votes to 17. 

Mr. Wedgwood moved the following asldi- 
tional clause;—‘‘ From and after the comi 
of this Act into operation, it shall be illega 
for any builder to erect, or for any owner to 
have constructed, for the working classes back- 
to-back houses, whether the loca] authority in 
whose area the houses are built has passed by- 
laws already in this sense or not, and the 
builder or owner, at the option of the police, 
shall be liable to a penalty of not. exceeding 
50/. for every house so constructed.’’ 

Mr. Burns expressed his agreement with the 
abject sought by the mover, but was. hardly 
ae to accept the words as moved. 

The amendment was withdrawn in favour of 
a differently-worded clause suggested by the 
President of the Local Government Board. 

Mr. Jowett proposed a new clause, #.¢.:— 
“The provisions of sect. 3 of the Housing of 
the Working Classes Act, 1903, shall apply to 
all cases of property acquired by a local 
authority for purposes of © ition.” He 
pointed out that the object of the clause was 
to prevent local authorities getting over their 
liability to rehouse by demolishing houses 
under the provisions of some other statute. 

Mr. Masterman could not accept the clause, 
and pointed out that experience in Londan had 
showed that in many places it was inexpedient 
to rehouse on cleared sites. 

The proposal was withdrawn.

General Building Hews, 


ENFIELD PARISH CHURCH. 

The ancient parish church of Enfield has just 
been reopened after three months’ work of 
internal reparation. Carved oak choir and 
clergy stalls have been erected in memory of 
Prebendary G. H. Hodson; the organ has been 
re-erected and enlarged, and where it formerly 
stood--at the east end of the south aisle—a 
morning chapel has been arranged, a carved 
open screen of oak separating it from the body 
of the church. Coats of plaster, laid on by 
Georgian restorers, have been stripped from 
the walls, and it is hoped soan to remove the 
stucco in which the whole of the exterior was 
encased, The work of reparation is being 
carried out under the supervision of Mr. Oldrid 
Seatt. 





WESLEYAN METHODIST CHAPEL, GREENHITHE. 

A wew chapel has been erected by the 
Wesleyan Methodists of Greenhithe. The 
architect for the work was Mr. Neighbour, the 
builders being Messrs. Brown Brothers. 


WESLEYAN CHAPEL, WALTON, LIVERPOOL. 

A new Welsh Wesleyan chapel has been 
opened in Spellow-lane, Walton.

BUILDING AT VENICE 
The architectural beauties of the prin- 
cipal churches in Venice are well known, 
and during the progress of extensive re 
pairs that have been and are going on 
at the churches of St. Mark, San Giovanni e 
Paolo, Frari, Salute, San Stafano, and others, 
the utmost care has been taken as far as 
possible to preserve faithfully the beauties of 
these celebrated structures. In his anmual re 
port on the trade and commerce of Venice in 
1907 the British Consu] makes some interesting 
omments on these repairs. They have been 
irried out under Government and municipal 
gireers, and the Palace of the Doges and the 
Procuratie Vecchie, in the Piazza, have also 
e. repaired, regardless of expense, and re- 
forced with stee| stanchions and beams, in 
such a way as to preserve their historical

associations and not to alter the charm of the 
architectural lines. The rebuilding of the 
Campanile has been progressing steadily, and 
about one-third part had been completed at 
the date of the writing of the report. The 
special scaffolding erected round the Cam- 
panile, the invention of a municipal engineer, 
can be gradually elevated with great facility 
by mechanical screws and Jevers worked simul- 
taneously by four men at the four corners of 
the tower. It bears a canvas cover enabling 
the masons to go on with their work in all 
weathers. The marble pieces for the upper 
part, where the bells wil] hang, are being pre- 
pared so that they may be placed in position 
when the brick masonry ie finished. It ie ex- 
pected that the Campanile will be completed 
about the end of 1910. and its erection will 
undoubtedly improve the perspective of St. 
Mark's Cathedral. St. Mark’s Prison is soon 
to be abolished. Continuing, the Consul states 
that great improvements continue to be made 
at the Lido. In all directions new buildings 
are springing up, and the price of land is 
daily ineveasing. The old concession having 
expired, the State invited tenders for the beach 
at Santa Maria Elisabetta, and the Societa 
Italiana degli Alberghi, who made the highest 
offer, were awarded the contract for ten years, 
No time was lost in erecting a new modern 
bathing establishment nearer the sea in the 
place of the old one. The Venice Hotels Com. 
pany are erecting a magnificent hotel (which 
was practically completed at the data of writ- 
ing) fronting the sea at Santa Maria Elisabetta. 
The directors have also in view the building 
of an hotel at the Favarita. 
LECTURES AT CARPENTERS’ HALL. 

The Carpenters’ Company. having in view 
the decadence of apprenticeships. has decided 
to give, in its Hall, a series of lectures on 
‘Preliminary Design in the Constructive 
Arts,”’ in accordance with its ancient traditions, 
for the advancement of the best work in the 
arts connected with building. The lectures 
will, in the first place, be for al] craftsmen 
amd those engaged in actual trades in con- 
nexion with the constructive arts, but all of 
either sex and of any trade or profession are 
invited to attend. Admission will be free by 
ticket. The lectures will last about three. 
quarters of an hour, and at the close questions 
on them may be asked. At the end of the 
course prizes will be offered to those who 
have attended not less than eight lectures 
Though it is hopet the lectures will be 
more or less exhaustive, the idea is to 
encourage these who attend to study the 
subjects for themselves. Between January and 
April next the following gentlemen will give 
lectures on various arts connected with build 
ing :-~Messrs. Weir Schultz, Guy Dawber, 
Romney Green, Troup, Vovsey, Baillie Scott, 
Spooner, Laurence Turner, and =  Starkie 
Gardner.

GLASGOW STREET REPAIRS. 

The thirteenth annual report, framed by Mr. 
T. Nisbet, on the work done in conmexion with 
the Master of Works’ Departament of Glas 
gow Corporation, states that the net amount 
authorised to be spent on the paving with 
granite or whin setts of streets not previously 
so paid wae 12,600/., and that the actual cost 
was 9,850/. The estimated expenditure for the 
repair of streets, etc., was 82,797/., and the 
estimated receipts 18,0907, making an esti 
mated net charge against revenue of 64,707/, 
The actual expenditure amounted to 79,760/., 
and the actual receipts to 19,513/., or an actual 
net charge against revenue of 60,247/., a 
decrease of 4,4601. on the estimated amount. 
The statute labour workmen were employed 
executing the ordinary repairs on the streets 
and restoring the portions of streeta disturbed 
by other departments, the Post Office 
authorities, and proprietors. 

PROPOSED PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS, BIRMINGHAM. 

On the 25th ult. an inquiry was held at the 
Council House by Mr. R, H. Bicknell, Local 
Government Board Inspector, in reference to 
the application of the Birmingham Corporation 
for sanction to borrow 9,000/. for the widening 
and improvement of Highgate-road (Moseley- 
road end), and 3,525/. for the construction of 
a boating pool in Ward End Park. Mr. E. V. 
Hiley, the Town Clerk, explained that High. 
gate-road was a connecting link between Strat- 
ford-road and Moseley-road. It was proposed 
to widen the street to 42 ft. for a distance of 
about 500 ft. by providing a carriageway 26 ft. 
wide, with two footpaths each 8 ft. wide. The 
bri would also be widened, and its headway 
would be increased from 12 ft.

The foliowing circular has been issued to 
the Edinburgh, Leith, and District Building 
Trades’ Association :—

In order to safeguard the interests of those 
engaged in the building and allied trades, the 
above Association recommends that the follow- 
ing rule be put into practice: —‘‘ Members 
shall not give or take tenders for any work to 
or from any persons who are not members of 
thie or kindred associations connected with the 
building trade, and shall not employ such per- 
sons to do work for them.” With such a rule 
the position of the Association would be 
materially strengthened, and it would be able 
to bring about much-needed reform in the build- 
ing trade in several matters of vital importance, 
such as:—A uniform mode of measurement 
for the several works; an arbitration clause 
appointing a neutral arbiter under general 
conditions of contract; payment for work done 
within a reasonable time after completion; a 
uniform set of general conditions of contract 
to be mutually agreed on between this and the 
Architects’ Association; the exclusive employ- 
ment of contractors connected with the local 
associations, 

Employers engaged in the building and 
allied trades who have not yet jained the Asso- 
ciation are invited to do so. ~e

CASE UNDER THE LONDON BUILDING 


Building 








Tue case of the Attorney-Genera] and others 
v. Metcalf & Greig and others came before 
the Court of Appeal, consisting of the Master 
of the Rolls and Lords Justices Moulton and 
Farwell, on the 26th ult., on appeal from a 
judgment of the late Mr. Justice Kekewich. 

The action, which raised an important ques- 
tion of construction under the London Building 
Act, 1894, was brought by the plaintiffs for an 
injunction to restrain the defendants from 
erecting any building on the west side of Salem- 
road, Paddington, contrary to the provisions 
of the London Building Act, 1894, and for a 
mandatory order requiring the defendants to 
take down so much of the block of flats as had 
been erected contrary to the provisions of the 
Act. 

The short facts of the case were these: The 
defendants, William Whiteley, Ltd., were the 
owners of land abutting upon the west side of 
Salem-road, and bounded on the south by the 
Moscow-road, and that company, on July 3, 
1899, conveyed to the Law Debenture Corpora- 
tion. Ltd.. the land upon trust for debenture- 
holders of the company. On March 30, 1903, 
Wm. Whiteley, Ltd., granted to the defendants, 
Messrs. Metcalf & Greig, a firm of architects, 
upon the completion of certain buildings to be 
erected by them on the land, a lease of the land 
for ninety years, and in March, 1903, Mesers. 
Metcalf & Greig mortgaged the premises to the 
late Mr. Wm. Whiteley as trustee for the 
company. In October, 1903, Messrs. Metcalf & 
Greig executed a second mortgage in favour of 
the defendant, Mr. Bond, who, in the latter 
part of 1904, went into possession of the pro- 
perty. The defendants, Messrs. Metcalf & 
}reig, had erected on the land agreed to be 
leased to them a block of flats, it being alleged 
that the externa] walls of which in the Salem- 
road were 62 ft, high. The piece of land on 
which the flats were built was a corner plot, 
and fronted partly to Salem-road and partly to 
the Moscow-road. The building was about 
40 ft. high up to the gable, the gable being 
about 20 ft. high, and consisted of two stories. 
The case for the plaintiffs was that the building 
in the circumstances ought not to have been 
more than 40 ft. high, that the building was 
not a gabled building within the meaning of 
the Act, and that in the measurement of the 
height the whole building must be looked to, 
ond not the separate parts, some of which had 
been recessed from the side of the street The 
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case for the defendants was that Salem-road 
was not a new street within the meaning of the 
Act, and that the measurement must be made 
in respect of each part of the building, whether 
recessed or not. Defendants further said the 
plaintiffs had disentitled themselves to an in- 
junction by reason of laches. Mr. Justice 
Kekewich having given judgment in favour 
of the defendants, the plaintifis appealed. 

The case came before the Court of Appeal on 
November 6, 1907 (reported in the Builder of 
November 9, 1907), and after hearing the argu- 
ments of counsel, their lordships held that the 
contention of the plaintiffs as to the inter 
pretation of sect, 49 of the Act was right, and 
that Mr. Justice Kekewich was wrong in hold 
ing it was the duty of the Court to consider 
the height of the Eilevenh parts of the build- 
ing, and that it was necessary to consider the 
front or nearest external wall of such part as 
was alleged to have offended against the Act. 
As, however, it had transpired that the 
defendants had not applied to the London 
County Council to see if it was possible to get 
their consent to what had bean done, as pro- 
vided for under the section, leave was given 
to the defendants to apply to the Council for 
such consent before the order of the Court of 
Appeal was drawn up, and the case was 
ordered to stand over accordingly. 

Mr. P. O. Lawrence, K.C. for the plaintiffs, 
now stated that the matter had been brought 
before the London County Council, and the 
Council had granted their consent to what had 
been done. The only question, therefore, which 
remained to be argued therefore was as to the 
costs. He (counsel) represented the Attorney- 
General, and from his point of view he had 
attained al] he wanted. If Mr. Justice Keke- 
wich’s decision had been allowed to stand, it 
would have had disastrous consequences, so far 
as London was concerned. When the case was 
last before the Court, the Master of the Rolls 
had stated that if he (the learned counsel) 
would not object to the respondents having an 
opportunity to try and get the London County 
Council’s consent, it should not affect the costs 
in any way. He asked their lordships to direct 
that the respondents should pay the costs both 
of the appeal and of the action, as their lord- 
ships would see the costs of the Attorney- 
General and of the relators had been very 
heavy. 

The Master of the Rolls: You have succeeded 
on the point you raised, and I understand you 
do not now ask for a mamdatory injunction? 

Mr. Lawrence said that was so. 

The Master of the Rolls: I had better hear 
the other side as to why you should not have 
the costs on the appeal and the costs in the 
court below. 

Mr. Horace Avory, K.C.. who represented 
the respondents William Whiteley, Ltd., con- 
tended that in no case should an order for costs 
be made against his clients, who were only 
added as defendants because they were mort- 
gagees, but they were not mortgagees in 
possession. 

Mr. Stewart Smith, K.C., for the defendant 
Mr. Bond, who was the second mortgagee under 
the building agreement, and who went into 
possession when the building was up and com 
pleted the internal decoration, contended that 
no order for costs should be made against his 
client. 

The Master of the Rolls: It isa mercy to you 
that we did not arder you to pull down instead 
of giving you leave to try and get the London 
County Council’s consent. 

Mr. Stewart Smith submitted that Mr. Bond 
had never been a wrongdoer, because he did 
not enter into possession until the building 
was up. 

The Master of the Rolls, in giving judgment, 
said the plaintiffs were entitled to a declara- 
tion in the place of the mandatory injunction 
which they did not now ask for. No other 
order would be made than that the respondents 
do pay the costs of the action and of the 


appeal. 


ANCIENT LIGHT DISPUTE. 

Tue case of Hill v. Carwardine and others 
came before Mr. Justice Swinfen Eady, in the 
Chancery Division, on the 30th ult.—an action 
by the plaintiff, Mr. Perey Hill, a builder, 
against the defendants for damages for the 
alleged illegal obstruction of his ancient lights. 

Mr, Micklem, K.C., in opening the case, 
stated that the plaintiff was the owner of 
No. 53, Gloucester-street, Theobald’s-road, he 
having purchased the premises in 1908. 
Gloucester-street was a narrow one, being about. 
29 ft. 3 in. wide. Defendants’ buildings stood 
opposite the plaintiff's house, and prior 
to the rebuilding of the defendants premises 
the old buildings which formerly stood on the 
site rose to a height of 32 ft. 6 in. Defendants’ 
new buildings were carried up to a height of 
48 ft. 6 im to the cornice, and with the man- 
sard roof they rose to another 10 ft. or 12 ft.;

Mr. Burns conterled that the promise pre 
viously given was carried out in a reasonable 
and practical way by the clause. He was pre- 
pared, however, if the Committeg would accept 
the clause, to consider between’ now and the 
report stage whether perhaps greater precision 
in the clause could nod be obtained : 

Answering Mr. Dickinson, Mr. Borns said 
they did not interpret the clause as giving an 
owner any new. form of compensadion. 

Mr. Wedgwood considered the clause ennr- 
mously important, because, if the compensation 
which could be claimed was going to be 
heavy, not a single local authority anywhere 
would put forward a town planning scheme, 

Mr. Dickinson pointed out that under pre. 
sent by-laws no compensation could be claimed, 
and ha considered the clause would introduce a 
new principle 

Mr. Price asked whether, if an owner wanted 
ia erect flats om land and was prohibited, he 
would be entitled to compensation. . 

The Solicitor-General for Scotland thought 
the Committee need be under no apprehension 
as to the effect of the clause. 

Mr. Dickirson proposed as an amendment to 
leave out the words, “ Prescribing the width 
of streets or the space about buildings (whether 
by limiting the number of houses per acre or 
«otherwise).”’ 

‘The Committea agreed to the amendment, 
und the clause as amended was ordered to 
stand part of the Bill. 

On the motion of Sir John Dickson Poynder 
the following was inserted after clause 56:— 
‘(1) The County Council may promote the 
formation or extension of, and may, subject 
to the provisions of this section, assist societies 
on a co-operative basis, having for their object 
or one of their objects the erection or improve- 
ment of dwellings for the working classes. (2) 
The County Council, with the consent of and 
-ubject to the regulations made by the Local 
(jovernment Board, may for the purpose of 
assisting a society make grants or advances to 
the society, or guarantee advances made to 
the society, upon such terme and conditions as 
to rate of interest and repayment, or other 
wise, and on such security as the council think 
fit, and the making of such grants or advances 
shall be a purpose for which a council] may 
borrow. Provided that the regulations of the 
Board shall provide that any such advance 
made on the security of amy property shall 
wt exceed two-thirds of the value of that 
property.” 

Sir John Dickson Poynder proposed a new 
clause to establish a separate public health 
and housing department of the Local Govern 
ment Board to which all powers and 
duties vested in the Local Government Board 
vy the several Acts of Parliament in relation 
to public health, housing, town planning, and 

gnate matters should be referred. 

The Chairman ruled the proposal out of 
order, as there was no precedent for making a 
new department by an amendment to an Act 
of Parliament. It would be competent for a 
member to move an instruction to the Execu- 
tive head of a department to establish such a 
department on the votes in the House itself, 

Sir J. Dickson Poynder then moved to insert 
a, Clause after clause 26, to make it a duty on 
the part of all local authorities to make an 
nepection and survey of every dwelling-house 
nm the parish or district of under 162. rateable 
value, and to enter full rticulars in a 
egister. Such survey should be made every 

ve years. Sir John argued that a great many 
of the particulars which he suggested should 
he contained in the register could be got from 
the particulars now in the rate-books. With 
regard to the cost, if the work was epread over 
a period it would be very low, and could be 
carned out by the present sanitary aml health 

taffs 
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Mir. Burrs sand the clause would be objected 

on the grounds that the procedure would 
be costly, nowal, and inquisitorial. By clause 11 
of the Bill the county councils were given a 
great deal of power regarding the inspection 
aml the condition of insanmitary houses which 
had not hitherto been possessed by them. He 
micht put it that by the provisions of the Bi)! 
they Wweoukl have a kind of “sanitary over 
lordship whieh they did mot previously have 
What was wanted was not so much new laws 
as Vigorous and publicepirited action by local 
The proposal of the hon. baronet 
woukl qnean thousamds of nomexpert, non 
technical busy bodies being set to browse on 
thousanide of houses and undermine the 
labours of the medical officer and the com 
petent sanitary inspector. 

Mr. J. A. Bright said they heard a great 
dea! about the cost, but it would enly amount 
to the cost of one destroyar 

Sir Walter Faster, in supporting the amend- 
ment, said the condition of things which 
existed in many parts of rural England were 
such as to make morality and decency 
im possible 

Mr. Guinness opposedt the amendmant purely 
on the ground of cost. 

Sir Francis Lowe considered the amemlment 
wowd defeat its own object, as it would have 
the effect of multiplying officialism and cause 
divided responsibility; Jus large cities the 
powers set forth in the clause were absolutely 
unnecessary, as the Corporation officials had all 
the information in their possession. 

On a division the amendment of Sir John 
Dickson Poynder was carried by 20 votes to 17. 

Mr. Wedgwood moved the following ad«ddi- 
tional clause:-—‘‘ From and after the coming 
of this Act into operation, it shall be illegal 
for any builder to erect, or for any owner to 
have constructed, for the working classes back- 
to-back houses, whether the loca] authority in 
whose area the houses are built has passed by- 
laws already in this sense or not, and the 
builder or owner, at the option of the police, 
shall be liable to a penalty of not exceeding 
50/. for every house so constructed.” 

Mr. Burns expressed his agreement with the 
object sought by the mover, but was hardly 
prepared to accept the words as moved, 

The amendment was withdrawn in favour of 
a differently-worded clause suggested by the 
President of the Local Government Board. 

Mr. Jowett proposed a new clause, i.¢.:— 
“The provisions of sect. 3 of the Housing of 
the Working Classes Act, 1903, shall apply to 
all cases of property acquired by a local 
authority for purposes of demolition.” He 
pointed out that the object of the clause was 
to prevent local authorities getting over their 
liability to rehouse by demolishing houses 
under the provisions of some other statute. 

Mr. Masterman could not accept the clause, 
and pointed out that experience in Londan had 
showed that in many places it was inexpedient 
to rehouse on cleared sites.

BUILDING AT VENICE. 

The architectural beauties of the prin- 
cipal churches in Venice are well known, 
und during the progress of extensive re 
pairs that have been and are going on 
at the churches of St. Mark, San Giovanni e 
Paolo, Frari, Salute, San Stafano, and athers, 
the utmost care has been taken as far as 
possible to preserve faithfully the beauties of 
these celebrated structures. In his annual re- 
port on the trade and commerce of Venice in 
1907 the British Consu] makes some interesting 
omments on these repairs. They have been 
arried out under Government and municipal 
engineers, and the Palace of the Doges and the 
Procuratie Veeochie, in the Piazza, have also 
been repaired, regardless of expense, and re- 
inforced with steel stanchions and beams, in 
such a way as to preserve their historical 
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associations and not to alter the charm of the 
architectural lines. The rebuilding of the 
Campanile has been progressing steadily, and 
about one-third part had been completed at 
the date of the writing of the report. The 
special scaffolding erected round the Cam- 
panile, the invention of a municipal engineer, 
can be gradually elevated with great facility 
by mechanical screws and levers worked simul- 
taneously by four men at the four corners of 
the tower. It bears a canvas cover enabling 
the masons to go on with their work in all 
weathers. The marble pieces for the upper 
part, where the bells wil] hang, are being pre- 
pared so that they may be placed im position 
when the brick masonry ig finished. It ie ex- 
pected that the Campanile will be completed 
about the end of 1910. and its erection will 
undoubtedly improve the perspective of St. 
Mark’s Cathedral. St. Mark’s Prison is soon 
to be abolished. Continuing, the Consul states 
that great improvements cortinue to be made 
at the Lido. In all directions new buildings 
are springing up, amd the price of land is 
daily inereasing. The old concession having 
expired, the State invited tenders for the beach 
at Santa Maria Elisabetta, and the Societa 
Italiana degli Alberghi, who made the highest. 
offer. were awarded the contract for ten years, 
No time was lost in erecting a new modern 
bathing establishment nearer the sa in the 
place of the old one. The Venice Hotels Com- 
pany are erecting a magnificent hotel (which 
was practically completed at the date of writ- 
ing) fronting the sea at Santa Maria Elisabetta, 
The directors have also in view the building 
of an hotel at the Favarita. 
LECTURES AT CARPENTERS’ HALL. 

The Carpenters’ Company. having in view 
the <ecadence of apprenticeships, has decided 
to give, in its Hall, a series of lectures on 
“Preliminary Design im the Constructive 
Arts,”’ in accordance with its ancient traditions, 
for the advancement of the best work in the 
arts connected with building. The lectures 
will, in the first place, be for all craftsmen 
aml those engaged in actual trades in con- 
nexion with the constructive arts, but all of 
either sex and of any trade or profession are 
invited to attersd. Admission will be free by 
ticket. The lectures will last about three- 
quarters of an hour, and at the close questions 
on them may be asked. At the end of the 
course prizes will be offered to those who 
have attended not less than eight lectures. 
Though it is hoped the lectures will be 
more or less exhaustive, the idea is to 
encourage those who attemd to study the 
subjects for themselves. Between January and 
April next the following gentlemen will give 
lectures on various arts connected with build 
ing :-~Messrs. Weir Schultz, Guy Dawber, 
Romney Green, Troup, Vovsey, Baillie Scott, 
Spooner, Laurence Turner, and = Starkie 
Gardner.

GLASGOW STREET REPAIRS. 

The thirteenth annual report, framed by Mr. 
T. Nisbet, on the work done in connexion with 
the Master of Works’ Department of Glas 
gow Corporation, states that the net amount 
authorised to be spent on the paving with 
granite or whin setts of streets not previously 
so paid was 12,600/., and that the actual cost 
was 9,850/. The estimated expenditure for the 
repair of streets, etc., was 82,797/., and the 
estimated receipts 18,0907, making an esti 
mated net charge against revenue of 64,7077. 
The actual expenditure amounted to 79,760/.. 
and the actual receipts to 19,513/., or an actual 
net charge against revenue of 60,247/., a 
decrease of 4,460/. on the estimated amount. 
The statute labour workmen were employed 
executing the ordinary repairs on the streets 
and restoring the portions of streets disturbed 
by other departments, the Post Office 
authorities, and proprietors. 

PROPOSED PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS, BIRMINGHAM. 

On the 25th ult, an inquiry wag held at the 
Council House by Mr. R, H. Bicknell, Local 
Government Board Inspector, in. reference to 
the application of the Birmingham Corporation 
for sanction to borrow 9,000/. for the widening 
and improvement of Highgate-road (Moseley- 
road end), and 3,525. for the construction of 
a boating pool in Ward End Park. Mr. E. V. 
Hiley, the Town Clerk, explained that High. 
gate-road was a connecting link between Strat- 
ford-road and Moseley-road. It was proposed 
to widen the street to 42 ft. for a distance of 
about 300 ft. by providing a carriageway 26 ft. 
wide, with two footpaths each 8 ft. wide. The 
bridge would also be widened, and its headway 
would be increased from 12 ft. 6 in. to 15 ft.

Jamaica-street, 1 
have them interdicted from erecting hoardings 
of the nature of advertisements on the outside of 
the walls of the premises let to them by him. on 
the ground that they were not entitled in do 
so without the consent of the landlord 
Defenders leaded that they were entitled to 
advertise their business by advertisements on 
the outside walls of their premises, and als 
that such advertisements of special sales wer:

THE RECORDS COMMITTEE R.I.B.A. 

For some months past a scheme has been 
under consideration by a Committee of the 
Institute, its object being to co-ordinate and 
systematise the measured work done by candi- 
dates as testimonies of study for admission to 
the Final Examination, and by competitors for 
the Measured Drawings Prize. The proposals 
were first brought before the Literature Stand. 
ing Committee, and having been referred to a 
Sub-Committee and favourably reported upon, 
the Sub-Committee, with other members added, 
was permanently established to thrash out 
details and give practical effect to the pro- 
posals. The Committee, which is to be known 
as the Records Committee R.1I.B.A., consists of 
the following members of the Inetitute : —Pro- 
fessor W. R. Lethaby (Chairman), Mesers. 
Alexander Graham, F.S.A., Halsey Ricardo, 
R, Phené Spiers, F.S.A., D. T. Fyfe, Walter 
Millard, W. Curtis Green (Hon. Secretary), 
8. K. Greenslade, A. J. Stratton, and two non- 
members, Mesars. Philip Norman, F.S.A., and 
R. Weir Schultz. With the view of directly 
aiding the student in his choice of building, 
and indirectly of gradually forming a measured 
record of the buildings of the United Kingdom, 
the Committee have decided to prepare an 
extended list of old buildings suitable for study, 
and especially of those of which no adequate 
record exists. In order to make this list as 
complete as possible, the Committee are in- 
viting the allied societies and other bodies to 
assist in its compilation, and they are seeking 
also the co-operation of individual members of 
the Institute and others who have special 
knowledge of buildings of particular districts 
It is proposed to include in the list ecclesiasti- 
cal, civic, or domestic buildings of any period, 
and information will be given, where necessary 
as to their position and character as well 
as to their accessibility for the purposes 
of study. The manner in which the record 
of such work should be preserved may possibly 
take the form of publication of ‘specially- 
chosen drawings at stated intervals. 

WAGES OF CARPENTERS AND JOINERS.

a EDINBURGH AND LEITH BUILDERS’ COMBINATION. 
The foliowing circular has been issued to 
the Edinburgh, Leith, and District Building 
Trades’ Association : — 
Edinburgh, Leith, and District

In order to safeguard the interests of those 
engaged in the building and allied trades, the 
above Association recommends that the follow- 
ing rule be put into practice :—‘*‘ Members 
shall not give or take tenders for any work to 
or from on persons who are not members of 
this or kindred associations connected with the 
building trade, and shal! not employ such per- 
sons to do work for them.’’ With such a rule 
the position of the Association would be 
materially strengthened, and it would be able 
to bring about much-needed reform in the build- 
ing trade in several matters of vital importance, 
such as:—A uniform mode of measurement 
for the several works; an arbitration clause 
appointing a neutral arbiter under general 
conditions of contract; payment for work done 
within a reasonable time after completion; a 
uniform set of general conditions of contract 
to be mutually agreed om between this and the 
Architects’ Association; the exclusive employ- 
ment of contractors connected with the loca! 
associations.

CASE UNDER THE LONDON BUILDING 
CT. 








THE case of the Attorney-General and others 
v. Metcalf & Greig and others came before 
the Court of Appeal, consisting of the Master 
of the Rolls and Lords Justices Moulton and 
Farwell, on the 26th ult., on appeal from a 
judgment of the late Mr. Justice Kekewich. 

The action, which raised an important ques- 
tion of construction under the London Building 
Act, 1894, was brought by the plaintiffs for an 
injunction to restrain the defendants from 
erecting any building on the west side of Salem- 
road, Paddington, contrary to the provisions 
of the London Building Act, 1894, and for a 
mandatory order requiring the defendants to 
take down so much of the block of flats as had 
been erected contrary to the provisions of the 
Act. 

The short facta of the case were these: The 
defendants, William Whiteley, Ltd., were the 
owners of land abutting upon the west side of 
Salem-road, and bounded on the south by the 
Moscow-road, amd that company, on July 3, 
1899, conveyed to the Law Debenture Corpora- 
tion. Ltd., the land upon trust for debenture- 
holders of the company. Om March 30, 1903, 
Wm. Whiteley, Ltd., granted to the defendants, 
Messrs. Metcalf & Greig, a firm of architects, 
upon the completion of certain buildings to be 
erected by them on the land, a lease of the land 
for ninety years, and in March, 1903, Messrs. 
Metcalf & Greig mortgaged the premises to the 
late Mr. Wm. Whiteley as trustee for the 
company. In October, 1903, Messrs. Metcalf & 
Greig executed a second mortgage in favour of 
the defendant, Mr. Bond, who, in the latter 
part of 1904, went into pospussion of the pro- 
perty. The defendants, Messrs. Metcalf & 
}reig, had erected on the land agreed to be 
leased to them a block of flats, it being alleged 
that the externa] walls of which in the Salem- 
road were 62 ft, high. The piece of land on 
which the flats were built was a corner lot, 
and fronted partly to Salem-road and partly to 
the Moscow-road. The building was about 
40 ft. high up to the gable, the gable being 
about 20 ft. high, and consisted of two stories. 
The case for the plaintiffs was that the building 
in the circumstances ought not to have been 
more than 40 ft. high, that the building wae 
not a gabled building within the meaning of 
the Act, and that in the measurement of the 
ht the whole building must be looked to, 
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case for the defendants was that Salem-road 
was not a new street within the meaning of the 
Act, and that the measurement must be made 
in respect of each part of the building, whether 
recessed or not. Defendants further said the 
plaintiffs had disentitled themselves to an in- 
junction by reason of laches. Mr. Justice 

Kekewich having given judgment in favour 
of the defendants, the plaintifis appealed. 

_The case came before the Court of Appeal on 
November 6, 1907 (reported in the Builder of 
November 9, 1907), and after hearing the argu- 
ments of counsel, their lordships held that the 
contention of the plaintiffs as to the inter 
pretation of sect, 49 of the Act was right, and 
that Mr. Justice Kekewich was wrong in hold. 
ing it was the duty of the Court to consider 
the height of the different parts of the build- 
ing, and that it was necessary to consider the 
front or nearest external wall of such part as 
was alleged to have offended against the Act. 
As, however, it had transpired that the 
defendants had not applied to the Lendon 
County Council to see if it was possible to get 
their consent to what had bean done, as pro- 
vided for under the section, leave was given 
to the defendants to apply to the Council for 
such consent before the order of the Court of 
Appeal was drawn up, and the case was 
ordered to stand over accordingly. 

Mr. P. O. Lawrence, K.C. for the plaintiffs, 
now stated that the matter had been brought 
before the London County Council, and the 
Council had granted their consent to what had 
been done. The only question, therefore, which 
remained to be argued therefore was as to the 
costs. He (counsel) represented the Attorney- 
General, and from his point of view he had 
attained al] he wanted. If Mr. Justice Keke- 
wich’s decision had been allowed to stand, it 
would have had disastrous consequences, so far 
as London was cancerned. When the case was 
last before the Court, the Master of the Rolls 
had stated that if he (the learned counsel) 
would not object to the respondents having an 
opportunity to try and get the London County 
Council’s consent, it should not affect the costs 
in any way. He asked their lordships to direct 
that the respondents should pay the costs both 
of the appeal and of the action, as their lord- 
ships would see the costs of the Attorney- 
General and of the relators had been very 
heavy. 

The Master of the Rolls: You have succeeded 
on the point you raised, and I understand you 
do not now ask for a mandatory injunction? 

Mr. Lawrence said that was so. 

The Master of the Rolle: I had better hear 
the other side as to why you should not have 
the costs on the appeal and the costs in the 
court below, 

Mr. Horace Avory, K.C.. who represented 
the respondents William Whiteley, Ltd., con- 
tended that in no case should an order for costs 
be made against his clients, who were only 
added as defendants because they were mort- 
gagees, but they were not mortgagees in 
possession. 

Mr. Stewart Smith, K.C., for the defendant 
Mr. Bond, who was the second mortgagee under 
the building agreement, amd who went into 
possession when the building was up and com 
pleted the internal decoration, contended that 
no order for costs should be made against his 
client. 

The Master of the Rolls: Itis a mercy to you 
that we did not arder you to pull down instead 
of giving you leave to try and get the London 
County Council’s consent. 

Mr. Stewart Smith submitted that Mr. Bond 
had never been a wrongdoer, because he did 
not enter into possession until the building 
Was up. 

The Master of the Rolls, in giving judgment, 
said the plaintiffs were entitled to a declara- 
tion in the place of the mandatory injunction 
which they did not mow ask for. No other 
order would be made than that the respondents 
do pay the costs of the action and of the 
appeal. 


ANCIENT LIGHT DISPUTE 
Tue case of Hill vr. Carwardine and others 
came before Mr. Justice Swinfen Eady, in the 
Chancery Division, on the 30th ult.—an action 
by the plaintiff, Mr. Percy Hill, a builder, 
against the defendants for damages for the 
alleged illegal obstruction of his ancient lights. 
Mr. Micklem, K.C., in opening the case, 


stated that the plaintiff was the owner of 
No. 53, Gloucester-street, Theobald’s-road, he 


having purchased the premises in 1903. 


Gloucester-street was a narrow one, being about, 
29 ft. 3 in. wide. 
opposite 
to the rebuilding of the defendants premises 
the old buildings which formerly stood on the 
site rose to a height of 32 ft. 6 in. 
new buildings were carried up to a height of 
48 ft. 6 im to the cornice, and with the man. 


Defendants’ buildings stood 
the plaintiff's house, and prior

sard roof they rose to amother 10 ft. or 12 ft.; 
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but that roof did not materially interfere with 
the plaintiff's light. Upon the old building, 
which had formerly stood on the defendants 
site, an advertisement board had been erec 
which added another 4 ft. 2 in. to the height, 
making a total height of 36 ft. 8 in. Plaintiff's 
house was 17 ft. 6 in. wide and the def 
buildings were 40 ft. 6 in. wide, & that they 
stretched laterally on both sides of the plain- 
tiff’s house. 

His lordship: Are you asking for am order 
to pull down, or for damages only? : 

Mr. Micklem: For damages. I do not think 
I could succeed in getting a mandatory order. 

The learned counse!] that that the view of the 
plaintiff also was that the front wall of the 
defendants’ buildings had been “ rushed,” and 
that before the writ in the action waa issued it 
was practically completed. 

His lordship: What is the annual value of 
the plaintiff's premises ? 

Mr. Micklem said that at the present moment 
they were let at 2/. a week. The letting value 
was at least 5s, a week less now than it was 
before the defendants’ premises were rebuilt, 
and plaintiff claimed 2407. damages. The pur- 
chase price of the plaintiff's premises was 


,0902. ; 
Mr. Hill, the plaintiff, in his evidence, esti- 
mated that the letting value of his premises 
was 107, par ammm less now than it was 
before the defendants’ premises were erected. 

At the close of the plaintiff's case Mr. Frank 
Russell, K.C., proceeded to address his lord- 
ship on behalf of the defendants. 

A consultation between counsel afterwards 
took place, and in the result it was stated that 
the case had been settled upon the terms that 
the defendants paid the plaintiff 1007, damages, 
party and party costs, and the plaintiff's sur- 
veyor’s fees, and his lordship entered judgment 
according|y. 





CASE UNDER THE WORKMEN’S 
COMPENSATION ACT, 1906, 

THe case of Mulroomey v. Todd and the 
Bradford Corporation came before the Court 
of Appeal, consisting of the Master of the Rolls 
and Lords Justices Moulton and Farwell, laet 
week, on the appeal of the Bradford Corpora- 
tion from the award of the County Court 
judge sitting as an arbitrator under the pro- 
_— of the Workmen’s Compensation Act, 
1906. 

The facts of the case were as follows: —The 
appellants were the owners of a plot of land 
which adjoined one of their markets, and 
which was occupied by the ruins of a mill 
which had been destroyed by fire. The appel- 
lants wishing to clear the land advertiond for 
a person to purchase the bricks and to pull 
down the mill and remove the bricks and al] 
the rubbish from the site. Mr. Todd, who was 
made a respondent in the case, but was not 
an appellant, offered the Corporation 15l. for 
the bricks, and that offer was accepted, and the 
15/, was paid to the Corporation by Mr. Todd. 
Mr. Todd also undertook to pull down the 
building and remove the bricks and the rub- 
bish. In the course of pulling down the build- 
ing one of the workmen, named Thos, Mul- 
rooney, met with an accident, from which he 
died, and his widow made a claim for compen- 
sation under the Act against the Corpora- 
tion and Todd. The County Court judge held 
that the deceased workman was in Todd’s em- 
ployment, and that the latter was liable to pay 
the compensation, which was agreed at 145i. 
He also held that, under sect. 4 of the Act, read 
in conjunction with the definition clause in 
sect. 13, the Bradford Corporation were also 
liable to pay the compensation, but he ordered 
them to be indemnified by Mr. Todd. The 
Bradford Corporation appealed. Mr, Todd, 
however, did not appeal, but paid the 
compensation. 

Mr. C. A. Russell, K.C., and Mr. F. Wood 
appeared for the appellants; and Mr, Richard 
Watson for the applicant. 

Mr. Russell cantended, on behalf of the Cor- 
poration, that the contract entered into by the 
Corporation with Mr. Todd was really a con- 
tract for the sale of goods, having regard to 
sect 62 of the Sale of Goods Act, 1893, and 
therefore that the Corporation were not liable as 
principals under sect. 4 of the Workmen’s 
Compensation Act, 1906. 

In the result, the Master of the Rolls, in 
giving judgment, said that, in his opinion, the 
transaction between Mr. Todd and the Cor- 
poration was mot primarily a contract for the 
sale of goods. It was a contract entered into 
by the Corporation with Mr, Todd so that the 

te might be utilised for the purposes of their 
market and in order to achieve that they said 
‘hat Mr. Todd might have all the materials 
ior undertaking to clear the site, and as the 
materials were worth more than the cost of 
the labour he was to pay them 15/. in addition, 

He did not regard that as an ordinary contract 
lor the sale of goods where the pubehanee had 
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to remove the goods from the ises. He 
thought there was an express obligation bind- 
ing Mr. Todd to remove the bricks and clear 


away the rubbish. That was the primary in- 
tention of the contract, and that Mr. Todd was 
to be entitled to keep the bricks was only ona 
element in the payment for the work that he 
undertook to do on behalf of the Corporation. 
lt seemed to him that that was work under- 
taken by the Corporation, and it was done by 
virtue of the contract made with Mr, Todd for 
that purpose. He agreed with the view ex- 
pressed by the learned County Court judge, 
and thought the appeal failed, and should 
digmissed with costs. 
The Lords Justices ‘concurred.

23,847 of 1907.—J. L. Sremeasser: Cleaning, 

Grinding, and Polishing Machines for Wood. 
This relates to a driving shaft for tools of 
cleaning, grinding, and polishing machines of 
the kind which can be extended telescopically, 
and which is provided with means whereby the 
grinder or caller is raised from the work and 
the power automatically disconnected there- 
from, consisting of an outer pipe casing, on 
the upper end of which a driving disk is 
fastened. The lower end carries a threaded 
song Screwed into said piece is a coupling- 

xx, into which a shorter pipe is soldered, said 
pipe having longitudir slots and sloping 
surfaces. Furthermore, an inner pipe 1s 
arranged which serves simultaneously as re- 
ceptacle for the "sagged substance and as 
working shaft. T upper end of the pipe 
carries a filling-pot, while its lower end 
carries a ball. The ball possesses a boring 
into which a little tube is soldered. A cock 
regulates the feeding of the polishing sub- 
stances towards the tool. Below the napa we 
box is provided a handle which rotates in ball- 
bearings around the pipe. Mounted on the 
pipe inside the tube is, beside the ordinary 
guide, a catch having noses. Between said 
catch and the box is provided a spring 
bearing mounted between two ball-rings. 
The casing containing the ball consists 
of a casing in two parts, having catch- 
pins moving in slots in the ball, and also 
fastening-pins for the tool, which latter is pro- 
vided with a bayonet lock. By means an 
adjusting nut the bayonet lock is secured after 
the mounting of the tool. 


24,309 of 1907.—J. Carmssy: A Sealing-lock for 
Doors. 

This relates to a device adapted to be 
temporarily applied to a door for the purpose 
of securing it independently of any other 
fastenings, the said device, when in position, 
acting as a seal to indicate whether a door has 
been tampered with. The device comprises a 
casing provided with pins adapted to be intro- 
duced into corresponding holes in the door and 
door-post, or with holes or recesses adapted to 
receive pins fitted upon the door and door-post, 
or with a combination of pins and recesses, the 
said case containing a series of bolts and levers 
adapted to be released by a catch in such a 
manmer that when the casing is applied to the 
door, and bolts and levers are released by the 
catch, the said bolts and levers engage in the 
desired manner. The disengagement of the 
said bolts and levers is effected by means of a 
key. The device is advantageously applied 
over the keyhole of an ordinary lock, so that it 
also prevents the ordinary lock on the door 
from being operated.
